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PREFACE 

nnHESE  Readings  and  Prayers  have  been  compiled  for  any  who, 
JL  in  the  bustle  and  hurry  of  work,  have  little  time  to  select  for 
themselves  suitable  passages  for  daily  meditation  and  prayer.  The 
idea  when  first  suggested  was  so  warmly  approved  of,  that  the 
scheme  has  been  considerably  enlarged,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
book  will  be  found  useful  for  Household  and  Family  Prayers,  as  well 
as  in  Schools  and  Public  Institutions,  and  more  particularly  in 
Hospital  Wards,  for  which  it  was  originally  intended,  where  the 
Nurses  are  busy,  and  the  Patients  oftentimes  too  ill  to  attend  to  any 
but  the  simplest  Scripture  and  the  shortest  Prayers.  Being  so 
largely  made  up  of  extracts  from  Holy  Scripture,  it  may  also  supply 
a  want  as  a  Manual  of  Devotion  in  daily  Christian  life  where  there 
is  limited  opportunity  for  special  Bible  study. 

For  the  Morning  Readings,  the  Life  of  our  LORD  JESUS  CHRIST, 
from  His  Birth  to  His  Ascension,  has  been  arranged  in  historical 
sequence  from  the  four  Gospels.  The  Epistles  from  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer  have  been  used  as  often  as  possible  for  the  Evening 
Readings,  and  other  appropriate  passages  from  the  Old  or  New 
Testaments,  that  there  may  be  consecutive  teaching  as  well  as 
variety  from  day  to  day,  and  so  as  to  suggest  and  mark  the 
wonderful  harmony  of  thought  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Inspired 
Volume. 

The  Prayers  have  been  selected  on  the  same  principle,  bearing  in 
mind  the  old  definition  of  what  prayer  should  be.  "  An  offering  up 
of  our  desires  unto  GOD  for  things  agreeable  to  His  will,  in  the 
name  of  CHRIST,  with  confession  of  our  sins,  and  thankful  acknow 
ledgment  of  His  mercies." 


PREFACE 

The  General  Confession,  Intercession,  Thanksgiving,  the  Prayer 
for  the  Church  Militant,  and  other  prayers  will  be  found  at  the 
beginning,  and  the  Fifty-first  Psalm,  the  Te  Deum,  and  other 
Psalms  and  Hymns  at  the  end  of  the  book.  Any  of  these  may  be 
added  to,  or  substituted  for,  the  Prayers  in  the  regular  course. 

No  additions  have  been  made  to  any  of  the  prayers,  and  only  a 
few  omissions,  and  verbal  alterations  to  adapt  them  to  varied  cir 
cumstances,  and  to  enable  both  readers  and  hearers  to  unite  in 
appropriating  and  making  use  of  these  ancient  and  familiar  forms.

With  these  two  excep 
tions,  and  one  from  the  Prayer  Book  of  the  Church  of  Ireland  '*  For  Christian 
Missions,"  all  the  prayers  in  this  volume  are  taken  directly  from  the  Bible  or  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer.  The  Lord's  Prayer  and  Benediction  are  only  printed 
once  each  day,  but  should  be  used  after  the  Morning  as  well  as  after  the  Evening 
Prayers.

ST.  JOHN  i.  1-14 

IN  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the  Word  was  with  GOD,  and 
the  Word  was  GOD.  The  same  was  in  the  beginning  with 
GOD.  All  things  were  made  by  Him ;  and  without  Him  was  not 
any  thing  made  that  was  made.

THE   VISION  OF   ZACHARIAS 

ST.  LUKE  i.  5-22 

rplHEUE  was  in  the  days  of  Herod,  the  king  of  Judaea,  a  certain 
JL  priest  named  Zacharias,  of  the  course  of  Abia  :  and  his  wife 
was  of  the  daughters  of  Aaron,  and  her  name  was  Elisabeth.  And 
they  were  both  righteous  before  GOD,  walking  in  all  the  command 
ments  and  ordinances  of  the  LORD  blameless.

And  the  whole  multitude  of  the 
people  were  praying  without  at  the  time  of  incense.  And  there 
appeared  unto  him  an  angel  of  the  Lord  standing  on  the  right  side 
of  the  altar  of  incense.  And  when  Zacharias  saw  him,  he  was 
troubled,  and  fear  fell  upon  him.  But  the  angel  said  unto  him, 
Fear  not,  Zacharias :  for  thy  prayer  is  heard ;  and  thy  wife 
Elisabeth  shall  bear  thee  a  son,  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name 
John.  And  thou  shalt  have  joy  and  gladness;  and  many  shall 
rejoice  at  his  birth.  For  he  shall  be  great  in  the  sight  of  the 
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LORD,  and  shall  drink  neither  wine  nor  strong  drink ;  and  he 
shall  be  filled  with  the  HOLY  GHOST,  even  from  his  mother's  womb. 
And  many  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall  he  turn  to  the  LORD  their 
GOD.  And  he  shall  go  before  Him  in  the  spirit  and  power  of  Elias, 
to  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and  the  disobedient 
to  the  wisdom  of  the  just ;  to  make  ready  a  people  prepared  for  the 
LORD.  And  Zacharias  said  unto  the  angel,  Whereby  shall  I  know 
this  ?  for  I  am  an  old  man,  and  my  wife  well  stricken  in  years.  And 
the  angel  answering  said  unto  him,  I  am  Gabriel,  that  stand  in  the 
presence  of  GOD  ;  and  am  sent  to  speak  unto  thee,  and  to  shew  thee 
these  glad  tidings.  And,  behold,  thou  shalt  be  dumb,  and  not  able 
to  speak,  until  the  day  that  these  things  shall  be  performed,  because 
thou  believest  not  my  words,  which  shall  be  fulfilled  in  their  season. 
And  the  people  waited  for  Zacharias,  and  marvelled  that  he  tarried 
so  long  in  the  temple.  And  when  he  came  out,  he  could  not  speak 
unto  them  :  and  they  perceived  that  he  had  seen  a  vision  in  the 
temple.

And  whiles  I  was  speaking,  and  praying,  and  confessing  my  sin  and 
the  sin  of  my  people  Israel,  and  presenting  my  supplication  before 
the  LORD  my  GOD  for  the  holy  mountain  of  my  GOD  ;  Yea,  whiles 
I  was  speaking  in  prayer,  even  the  man  Gabriel,  whom  I  had  seen  in 
the  vision  at  the  beginning,  being  caused  to  fly  swiftly,  touched  me 
about  the  time  of  the  evening  oblation.  And  he  informed  me,  and 
talked  with  me,  and  said,  O  Daniel,  I  am  now  come  forth  to  give 
thee  skill  and  understanding.  At  the  beginning  of  thy  supplications 
the  commandment  came  forth,  and  I  am  come  to  shew  thee  ;  for  thou 
art  greatly  beloved  :  therefore  understand  the  matter,  and  consider 
the  vision.

THE  PRESENTATION  IN  THE  TEMPLE 
ST.  LUKK  n.  21,  22,  2o-38 

AND  when  eight  days  were  accomplished  for  the  circumcising  of 
the  child,  His  name  was  called  JESUS,  which  was  so  named 
of  the  angel  before  He  was  conceived  in  the  womb.  And  when  the 
days  of  her  purification  according  to  the  law  of  Moses  were  accom 
plished,  they  brought  Him  to  Jerusalem,  to  present  Him  to  the 
LOUD. 

And,  behold,  there  was  a  man  in  Jerusalem,  whose  name  was 
Simeon;  and  the  same  man  was  just  and  devout,  waiting  for  the 
consolation  of  Israel  :  and  the  HOLY  GHOST  was  upon  him.  And  it 
was  revealed  unto  him  by  the  HOLY  GHOST  that  he  should  not  see 
death  before  he  had  seen  the  LORD'S  CHRIST.  And  he  came  by  the

And  Simeon  blessed  them,  and 
said  unto  Mary  His  mother,  Behold,  this  child  is  set  for  the  fall  and 
rising  again  of  many  in  Israel  ;  and  for  a  sign  which  shall  be  spoken 
against  ;  (yea,  a  sword  shall  pierce  through  thy  own  soul  also,)  that 
the  thoughts  of  many  hearts  may  be  revealed.  And  there  was  one 
Anna,  a  prophetess,  the  daughter  of  Phanuel,  of  the  tribe  of  Aser  :

from  her  virginity  ;  and  she  was  a  widow  of  about  fourscore  and 
four  years,  which  departed  not  from  the  temple,  but  served  GOD 
with  fastings  and  prayers  night  and  day.  And  she  coming  in  that 
instant  gave  thanks  likewise  unto  the  LORD,  and  spake  of  Him  to 
all  them  that  looked  for  redemption  in  Jerusalem.

where  CHRIST  should  be  born.  And  they  said  unto  him,  In  Bethle 
hem  of  Judaea  :  for  thus  it  is  written  by  the  prophet,  And  thou 
Bethlehem,  in  the  land  of  Juda,  art  not  the  least  among  the  princes 
of  Juda :  for  out  of  thee  shall  come  a  Governor,  that  shall  rule  My 
people  Israel.  Then  Herod,  when  he  had  privily  called  the  wise 
men,  inquired  of  them  diligently  what  time  the  star  appeared.  And 
he  sent  them  to  Bethlehem,  and  said,  Go  and  search  diligently  for 
the  young  child  ;  and  when  ye  have  found  Him,  bring  me  word  again, 
that  I  may  come  and  worship  Him  also.  When  they  had  heard  the 
king,  they  departed ;  and,  lo,  the  star,  which  they  saw  in  the  east, 
went  before  them,  till  it  came  and  stood  over  where  the  young 
child  was.  When  they  saw  the  star,  they  rejoiced  with  exceeding 
great  joy. 

And  when  they  were  come  into  the  house,  they  saw  the  young 
child  with  Mary  His  mother,  and  fell  down,  and  worshipped  Him  : 
and  when  they  had  opened  their  treasures,  they  presented  unto  Him 
gifts ;  gold,  and  frankincense,  and  myrrh.  And  being  warned  of 
GOD  in  a  dream  that  they  should  not  return  to  Herod,  they  departed 
into  their  own  country  another  way.  And  when  they  were  departed, 
behold,  the  angel  of  the  LORD  appeareth  to  Joseph  in  a  dream, 
saying,  Arise,  and  take  the  young  child  and  His  mother,  and  flee 
into  Egypt,  and  be  thou  there  until  I  bring  thee  word :  for  Herod 
will  seek  the  young  child  to  destroy  Him.  When  he  arose,  he  took 
the  young  child  and  His  mother  by  night,  and  departed  into  Egypt : 
and  was  there  until  the  death  of  Herod  :  that  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  was  spoken  of  the  LORD  by  the  prophet,  saying,  Out  of  Egypt 
have  I  called  My  Son.

THE   HOLY   CHILDHOOD 

ST.  MATTHEW  n.  19-23 ;  ST.  LUKE  n.  40-52 

UT  when  Herod  was  dead,  behold,  an  angel  of  the  LORD  ap- 
peareth  in  a  dream  to  Joseph  in  Egypt,  saying,  Arise,  and  take 
the  young  child  and  His  mother,  and  go  into  the  land  of  Israel  :  for 
they  are  dead  which  sought  the  young  child's  life.  And  he  arose, 
and  took  the  young  child  and  His  mother,  and  came  into  the  land 
of  Israel.  But  when  he  heard  that  Archelaus  did  reign  in  Judaea  in 
the  room  of  his  father  Herod,  he  was  afraid  to  go  thither :  notwith 
standing,  being  warned  of  GOD  in  a  dream,  he  turned  aside  into  the 
parts  of  Galilee  :  and  he  came  and  dwelt  in  a  city  called  Nazareth  :

shall  be  called  a  Nazarene. 

AND  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit,  filled  with  wisdom  : 
and  the  grace  of  GOD  was  upon  Him.  Now  His  parents  went  to 
Jerusalem  every  year  at  the  feast  of  the  passover.  And  when  He 
was  twelve  years  old,  they  went  up  to  Jerusalem  after  the  custom  of 
the  feast.  And  when  they  had  fulfilled  the  days,  as  they  returned, 
the  child  JESUS  tarried  behind  in  Jerusalem  ;  and  Joseph  and  His 
mother  knew  not  of  it.  But  they,  supposing  Him  to  have  been  in 
the  company,  went  a  day's  journey  ;  and  they  sought  Him  among 
their  kinsfolk  and  acquaintance.  And  when  they  found  Llim  not, 
they  turned  back  again  to  Jerusalem,  seeking  Him.  And  it 
came  to  pass  that  after  three  days  they  found  Him  in  the 
temple,  sitting  in  the  midst  of  the  doctors,  both  hearing  them,  and 
asking  them  questions.  And  all  that  heard  Him  were  astonished  at 
His  understanding  and  answers.  And  when  they  saw  Him,  they 
were  amazed  :  and  His  mother  said  unto  Him,  Son,  why  hast  Thou 
thus  dealt  with  us  ?  behold,  Thy  father  and  I  have  sought  Thee 
sorrowing.  And  He  said  unto  them,  How  is  it  that  ye  sought  Me  ? 
wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be  about  My  FATHER'S  business  ?  And  they 
understood  not  the  saying  which  He  spake  unto  them.  And  He 
went  down  with  them,  and  came  to  Nazareth,  and  was  subject  unto 
them  :  but  His  mother  kept  all  these  sayings  in  her  heart.  And 
JESUS  increased  in  wisdom  and  stature,  and  in  favour  with  GOD  and 
man.

and  it  shall  be,  if  He  call  thee,  that  thou  shalt  say,  Speak,  LORD  ;

ST.  MARK  i.  1-11

THE   TEMPTATION   IN   THE   WILDERNESS 

ST.   MATTHEW  iv.    1-11 

THEN  was  JESUS  led  up  of  the  Spirit  into  the  wilderness  to  be 
tempted  of  the  devil.  And  when  He  had  fasted  forty  days  and 
forty  nights,  He  was  afterward  an  hungred.  And  when  the  tempter 
came  to  Him,  he  said,  If  Thou  be  the  SON  of  GOD,  command  that 
these  stones  be  made  bread.

THE  RECORD  OF  JOHN  THE  BAPTIST 
ST.  JOHN  i.  19-3-4 

ND  this  is  the  record  of  John,  when  the  Jews  sent  priests  and 
_  Levites  from  Jerusalem  to  ask  him,  Who  art  them?  And  lie 
confessed,  and  denied  not ;  but  confessed,  I  am  not  the  CHRIST.  And 
they  asked  him,  What  then  ?  Art  thou  Elias  ?  And  he  saith,  I  am 
not"  Art  thou  that  prophet  ?  And  he  answered,  No.  Then  said 
they  unto  him,  Who  art  thou  ?  that  we  may  give  an  answer  to  them 
that  sent  us.  What  sayest  thou  of  thyself?  lie  said,  I  am  the 
voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness,  Make  straight  the  way  of  the 
LORD,  as  said  the  prophet  Esaias.  And  they  which  were  sent  were 
of  the  Pharisees.  And  they  asked  him,  and  said  unto  him,  Why 
baptizest  thou  then,  if  thou  be  not  that  CHRIST,  nor  Elias,  neither 
that  prophet  ?  John  answered  them  saying,  I  baptize  with  water  :  but 
there  standeth  One  among  you,  Whom  ye  know  not ;  He  it  is,  Who 
coming  after  me  is  preferred  before  me,  Whose  shoe's  latchet  I  am 
not  worthy  to  unloose.  These  tilings  were  done  in  Bethabara  beyond 
Jordan,  where  John  was  baptizing. 

The  next  day  John  seeth  JESUS  coming  unto  him,  and  saith,  Behold 
the  Lamb  of  GOD,  which  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world.  This  is 
He  of  Whom  I  said,  After  me  cometh  a  man  which  is  preferred  before 
me  :  for  He  was  before  me.  And  I  knew  Him  not :  but  that  He 
should  be  made  manifest  to  Israel,  therefore  am  I  come  baptizing 
with  water.  And  John  bare  record,  saying,  I  saw  the  SPIRIT  descend 
ing  from  heaven  like  a  dove,  and  it  abode  upon  Him.  And  I  knew 
Him  not :  but  He  that  sent  me  to  baptize  with  water,  the  same  said 
unto  me,  Upon  Whom  thou  shalt  see  the  SPIRIT  descending,  and 
remaining  on  Him,  the  same  is  He  which  baptizeth  with  the  HOLY 
GHOST.  And  I  saw,  and  bare  record  that  this  is  the  SON  of  GOD.

Philip  findeth  Nathanael, 
and  saith  unto  him,  We  have  found  Him,  of  Whom  Moses  in  the  law, 
and  the  prophets,  did  write,  JESUS  of  Nazareth,  the  son  of  Joseph. 
And  Nathanael  said  unto  him,  Can  there  any  good  thing  come  out 
of  Na/areth  ?  Philip  saith  unto  him,  Come  and  see.  JESUS  saw  Na 
thanael  coming  to  Him,  and  saith  of  him,  Behold  an  Israelite  indeed, 
in  whom  is  no  guile  !  Nathanael  saith  unto  Him,  Whence  knowest 
thou  me  ?  JESUS  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Before  that  Philip 
called  thee,  when  thou  wast  under  the  fig  tree,  I  saw  thee. 
Nathanael  answered  and  saith  unto  Him,  Rabbi,  Thou  art  the  SON  of 
GOD  ;  Thou  art  the  King  of  Israel.  JESUS  answered  and  said  unto 
him,  Because  I  said  unto  thee,  I  saw  thee  under  the  fig  tree,  believest 
thou  ?  thou  shalt  see  greater  things  than  these.  And  He  saith  unto 
him,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  Hereafter  ye  shall  see  heaven 
open,  and  the  angels  of  GOD  ascending  and  descending  upon  the  SON 
of  man.

THE    FIRST    MIRACLE 
ST.  JOHN  n.   1-11 

A  ND  the  third  day  there  was  a  marriage  in  Cana  of  Galilee ;  and 
_jLJL  the  mother  of  JESUS  was  there  :  and  both  JESUS  was  called, 
and  His  disciples,  to  the  marriage.  And  when  they  wanted  wine, 
the  mother  of  JESUS  saith  unto  Him,  They  have  no  wine.  JESUS 
saith  unto  her,  Woman,  what  have  I  to  do  with  thee  ?

And  they  bare  it.  When  the  ruler  of  the  feast  had  tasted  the  water 
that  was  made  wine,  and  knew  not  whence  it  was :  (but  the  servants 
which  drew  the  water  knew ;)  the  governor  of  the  feast  called  the 
bridegroom,  and  saith  unto  him,  Every  man  at  the  beginning  doth 
set  forth  good  wine ;  and  when  men  have  well  drunk,  then  that  which 
is  worse  :  but  thou  hast  kept  the  good  wine  until  now.  This  begin 
ning  of  miracles  did  JESUS  in  Cana  of  Galilee,  and  manifested  forth 
His  glory ;  and  His  disciples  believed  on  Him.

ISAIAH  xi*  21-31 

HAVE  ye  not  known  ?  have  ye  not  heard  ?  hath  it  not  heen  told 
you  from  the  beginning  ?  have  ye  not  understood  from  the 
foundations  of  the  earth  ?  It  is  He  fhat  sitteth  upon  the  circle  of 
the  earth,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  as  grasshoppers ;  that 
stretcheth  out  the  heavens  as  a  curtain,  and  spreadeth  them  out  as  a 
tent  to  dwell  in  :  that  bringeth  the  princes  to  nothing ;  He  maketh 
the  judges  of  the  earth  as  vanity.

Lift  up 
your  eyes  on  high,  and  behold  Who  hath  created  these  things,  that 
bringeth  out  their  host  by  number :  He  calleth  them  all  by  names, 
by  the  greatness  of  His  might,  for  that  He  is  strong  in  power ;  not 
one  faileth.  Why  sayest  thou,  O  Jacob,  and  speakest,  O  Israel, 
My  way  is  hid  from  the  LORD,  and  my  judgment  is  passed  over 
from  my  GOD  ? 

Hast  thou  not  known  ?  hast  thou  not  heard,  that  the  everlasting 
GOD,  the  LORD,  the  Creator  of  the  ends  of  the  earth,  fainteth 
not,  neither  is  weary  ?  there  is  no  searching  of  His  understanding. 
He  giveth  power  to  the  faint ;  and  to  them  that  have  no  might  He 
increaseth  strength.  Even  the  youths  shall  faint  and  be  weary,  and 
the  young  men  shall  utterly  fall :  but  they  that  wait  upon  the 
LORD  shall  renew  their  strength  ;  they  shall  mount  up  with  wings 
as  eagles  ;  they  shall  run,  and  not  be  weary ;  and  they  shall  walk, 
and  not  faint.

CLEANSING  THE  TEMPLE 
ST.  JOHN  u.  12-25 

A  FTER  this  JESUS  went  down  to  Capernaum,  He,  and  His  mother, 
JLJL  and  His  brethren,  and  His  disciples :  and  they  continued  there 
not  many  days. 

And  the  Jews'  passover  was  at  hand,  and  JESUS  went  up  to  Jeru 
salem,  and  found  in  the  temple  those  that  sold  oxen  and  sheep  and 
doves,  and  the  changers  of  money  sitting :  and  when  He  had  made  a 
scourge  of  small  cords,  He  drove  them  all  out  of  the  temple,  and  the 
sheep,  and  the  oxen  ;  and  poured  out  the  changers1  money,  and  over 
threw  the  tables ;  and  said  unto  them  that  sold  doves,  Take  these 
things  hence ;  make  not  My  FATHER'S  house  a  house  of  merchandise. 
And  His  disciples  remembered  that  it  was  written,  The  zeal  of  Thine 
house  hath  eaten  Me  up. 

Then  answered  the  Jews  and  said  unto  Him,  What  sign  shewest 
Thou  unto  us,  seeing  that  Thou  doest  these  things  ?  Jesus  answered 
and  said  unto  them,  Destroy  this  temple,  and  in  three  days  I  will 
raise  it  up.  Then  said  the  Jews,  Forty  and  six  years  was  this  temple 
in  building,  and  wilt  Thou  rear  it  up  in  three  days  ?  But  He  spake 
of  the  temple  of  His  body.  When  therefore  He  was  risen  from  the 
dead,  His  disciples  remembered  that  He  had  said  this  unto  them ; 
and  they  believed  the  scripture,  and  the  word  which  JESUS  had  said. 

Now  when  He  was  in  Jerusalem  at  the  passover,  in  the  feast  day, 
many  believed  in  His  name,  when  they  saw  the  miracles  which  He  did. 
But  JESUS  did  not  commit  Himself  unto  them,  because  He  knew  all 
men,  and  needed  not  that  any  should  testify  of  man :  for  He  knew 
what  was  in  man.

THERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named  Nicodemus,  a  ruler  of 
the  Jews  :  the  same  came  to  JESUS  by  night,  and  said  unto  Him, 
Rabbi,  we  know  that  Thou  art  a  Teacher  come  from  GOD  :  for  no 
man  can  do  these  miracles  that  Thou  doest,  except  GOD  be  with  him. 
JESUS  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee, 
Except  a  man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  GOD. 
Nicodemus  saith  unto  Him,  How  can  a  man  be  born  when  he  is  old  ? 
can  he  enter  the  second  time  into  his  mother's  womb,  and  be  born  ? 
JESUS  answered,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be 
born  of  water  and  of  the  SPIRIT,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  GOD.  That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh  ;  and  that  which  is 
born  of  the  SPIRIT  is  spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye 
must  be  born  again.  The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou 
nearest  the  sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and 
whither  it  goeth  :  so  is  every  one  that  is  born  of  the  SPIRIT.  Nico- 
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demus  answered  and  said  unto  Him,  How  can  these  things  be  ? 
JESUS  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  a  master  of  Israel,  and 
knowest  not  these  things?  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  We  speak 
that  we  do  know,  and  testify  that  we  have  seen  ;  and  ye  receive  not 
our  witness.  If  I  have  told  you  earthly  things,  and  ye  believe  not, 
how  shall  ye  believe,  if  I  tell  you  of  heavenly  things  ?

i  CORINTHIANS  n.  7-1G 

BUT  we  speak  the  wisdom  of  GOD  in  a  mystery,  even  the  hidden 
wisdom,  which  GOD  ordained  before  the  world  unto  our  glory  : 
which  none  of  the  princes  of  this  world  knew  :  for  had  they  known 
it,  they  would  not  have  crucified  the  LORD  of  glory.  But  as  it  is 
written,  Eye  hath  not  seen,  nor  ear  heard,  neither  have  entered  into 
the  heart  of  man,  the  things  which  GOD  hath  prepared  for  them  that 
love  Him.  But  GOD  hath  revealed  them  unto  us  by  His  SPIRIT  :  for 
the  SPIRIT  searcheth  all  things,  yea,  the  deep  things  of  GOD.  For 
what  man  knoweth  the  things  of  a  man,  save  the  spirit  of  man  which 
is  in  him  ?  even  so  the  things  of  GOD  knoweth  no  man,  but  the 
SPIRIT  of  GOD.  Now  we  have  received,  not  the  spirit  of  the  world, 
but  the  Spirit  which  is  of  GOD  :  that  we  might  know  the  things 
that  are  freely  given  to  us  of  GOD.  Which  things  also  we  speak, 
not  in  the  words  which  man's  wisdom  teacheth,  but  which  the  HOLY 
GHOST  teacheth  ;  comparing  spiritual  things  with  spiritual.  But 
the  natural  man  rcceiveth  not  the  things  of  the  SPIRIT  of  GOD  :  for 
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they  are  foolishness  unto  him  :  neither  can  he  know  them,  because 
they  are  spiritually  discerned.  But  he  that  is  spiritual  judgeth  all 
things,  yet  he  himself  is  judged  of  no  man.  For  who  hath  known 
the  mind  of  the  LORD,  that  he  may  instruct  Him  ?  But  we  have  the 
mind  of  CHRIST.

"THE  GIFT  OF  GOD" 
ST.  JOHN  in.   13-24 

JESUS  said,  No  man  hath  ascended  up  to  heaven,  but  He  that 
came  down  from  heaven,  even  the  SON  of  man  which  is  in  heaven. 
And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the  wilderness,  even  so  must 
the  SON  of  man  be  lifted  up :    that  whosoever  believeth    in    Him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life. 
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For  GOD  so  loved  the  world,  that  He  gave  his  only  begotten  SON, 
that  whosoever  believeth  in  Him  should  not  perish*  but  have  ever 
lasting  life.  For  GOD  sent  not  His  SON  into  the  world  to  condemn 
the  world  ;  but  that  the  world  through  Him  might  be  saved. 

He  that  believeth  on  Him  is  not  condemned  :  but  he  that  believeth 
not  is  condemned  already,  because  he  hath  not  believed  in  the  Name 
of  the  only  begotten  SON  of  GOD.  And  this  is  the  condemnation, 
that  light  is  come  into  the  world,  and  men  loved  darkness  rather 
than  light,  because  their  deeds  were  evil.  For  every  one  that  doeth 
evil  hateth  the  light,  neither  cometh  to  the  light,  lest  his  deeds 
should  be  reproved.  But  he  that  doeth  truth  cometh  to  the  light, 
that  his  deeds  may  be  made  manifest,  that  they  are  wrought  in  GOD. 

After  these  things  came  JESUS  and  His  disciples  into  the  land  of 
Judjea  ;  and  there  He  tarried  with  them,  and  baptized. 

And  John  also  was  baptizing  in  /Enon  near  to  Salim,  because  there 
was  much  water  there  :  and  they  came,  and  were  baptized.  For  John 
was  not  yet  cast  into  prison.

JjORD,  we  beseech  Thee,  grant  Thy  people  grace  to  withstand  the 
temptations  of  the  world,  the  flesh,  and  the  devil,  and  with  pure 
hearts  and  minds  to  follow  Thee  the  only  GOD  ;  through  JESUS  CHRIST 
our  LORD.

i  JOHN  in.  1-11,  23,  24 

BEHOLD,  what  manner  of  love  the  FATHER  hath  bestowed  upon 
us,  that  we  should  be  called  the  sons  of  GOD  :  therefore  the 
world  knoweth  us  not,  because  it  knew  Him  not.  Beloved,  now  are 
we  the  sons  of  GOD,  and  it  doth  not  yet  appear  what  we  shall  be  :

we  shall  ^see  Him  as  He  is.  And  every  man  that  hath  this  hope  in 
him  purifieth  himself,  even  as  He  is  pure.

For  this  purpose  the  SON 
of  GOD  was  manifested,  that  He  might  destroy  the  works  of  the  devil. 
Whosoever  is  born  of  GOD  doth  not  commit  sin  ;  for  his  seed  re- 
maineth  in  him :  and  he  cannot  sin,  because  he  is  born  of  GOD.  In 
this  the  children  of  GOD  are  manifest,  and  the  children  of  the  devil : 
whosoever  doeth  not  righteousness,  is  not  of  GOD,  neither  he  that 
loveth  not  his  brother.  For  this  is  the  message  that  ye  heard  from 
the  beginning,  that  we  should  love  one  another.  And  this  is  His 
commandment,  That  we  should  believe  on  the  name  of  His  SON 
JESUS  CHRIST,  and  love  one  another,  as  He  gave  us  commandment. 
And  he  that  keepeth  His  commandments  dwelleth  in  Him,  and  He 
in  him.  And  hereby  we  know  that  He  abideth  in  us,  by  the  SPIRIT 
which  He  hath  given  us.

JACOB'S    WELL 
ST,  JOHN  iv.  1-1.5 

WHEN  therefore  the  LORD  knew  how  the  Pharisees  had  heard 
that  JESUS  made  and  baptized  more  disciples  than  John, 
(though  JESUS  himself  baptized  not,  but  His  disciples,)  He  left 
Judaea,  and  departed  again  into  Galilee.  And  He  must  needs  go 
through  Samaria.  Then  cometh  He  to  a  city  of  Samaria,  which  is 
called  Sychar,  near  to  the  parcel  of  ground  that  Jacob  gave  to  his 
son  Joseph.  Now  Jacob's  well  was  there.  JESUS  therefore,  being 
wearied  with  His  journey,  sat  thus  on  the  well  :  and  it  was  about 
the  sixth  hour.  There  cometh  a  woman  of  Samaria  to  draw  water : 
JESUS  saith  unto  her,  Give  Me  to  drink.  (For  His  disciples  were 
gone  away  unto  the  city  to  buy  meat.)  Then  saith  the  woman  of 
Samaria  unto  Him,  How  is  it  that  Thou,  being  a  Jew,  askest  drink 
of  me,  which  am  a  woman  of  Samaria  ?  for  the  Jews  have  no  dealings 
with  the  Samaritans.  JESUS  answered  and  said  unto  her,  If  thou 
knewest  the  gift  of  God,  and  Who  it  is  that  saith  to  thee,  Give  Me 
to  drink  ;  thou  wouldest  have  asked  of  Him,  and  He  would  have 
given  thee  living  water.  The  woman  saith  unto  Him,  Sir,  Thou 
hast  nothing  to  draw  with,  and  the  well  is  deep  :  from  whence  then 
hast  Thou  that  living  water  ?  Art  Thou  greater  than  our  father 
Jacob,  which  gave  us  the  well,  and  drank  thereof  himself,  and  his 
children,  and  his  cattle  ?  JESUS  answered  and  said  unto  her,  Who 
soever  drinketh  of  this  water  shall  thirst  again :  but  whosoever 
drinketh  of  the  water  that  I  shall  give  him  shall  never  thirst ;  but 
the  water  that  I  shall  give  him  shall  be  in  him  a  well  of  water 
springing  up  into  everlasting  life.  The  woman  saith  unto  Him,  Sir, 
give  me  this  water,  that  I  thirst  not,  neither  come  hither  to  draw.

"HE  MUST  NEEDS  GO  THROUGH  SAMARIA" 
ST.  JOHN  iv.  23-42 

JESUS  saith  [unto  the  woman],  the  hour  cometh,  and  now  is,  when 
the  true  worshippers  shall  worship  the  FATHER  in  spirit  and  in 
truth :  for  the  FATHER  seeketb  such  to  worship  Him.  GOD  is  a 
Spirit :  and  they  that  worship  Him  must  worship  Him  in  spirit  and 
in  truth.  The  woman  saith  unto  Him,  I  know  that  Messias  cometh, 
which  is  called  CHRIST  :  when  He  is  come,  He  will  tell  us  all  things. 
JESUS  saith  unto  her,  I  that  speak  unto  thee  am  He. 

And  upon  this  came  His  disciples,  and  marvelled  that  He  talked 
with  the  woman  :  yet  no  man  said,  What  seekest  Thou  ?  or,  Why 
talkest  Thou  with  her  ?  The  woman  then  left  her  waterpot,  and 
went  her  way  into  the  city,  and  saith  to  the  men,  Come,  see  a  man, 
which  told  me  all  things  that  ever  I  did  :  is  not  this  the  CHRIST  ? 
Then  they  went  out  of  the  city,  and  came  unto  Him. 

In  the  mean  while  His  disciples  prayed  Him,  saying,  Master,  eat. 
But  He  said  unto  them,  I  have  meat  to  eat  that  ye  know  not  of. 
Therefore  said  the  disciples  one  to  another,  Hath  any  man  brought 
Him  ought  to  eat  ?  JESUS  saith  unto  them,  My  meat  is  to  do  the 
will  of  Him  that  sent  Me,  and  to  finish  His  work.  Say  not  ye,  There 
are  yet  four  months,  and  then  cometh  harvest  ?  behold,  I  say  unto 
you,  Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields ;  for  they  are  white 
already  to  harvest.  And  he  that  reapeth  receiveth  wages,  and 
gathereth  fruit  unto  life  eternal :  that  both  he  that  soweth  and  he 
that  reapeth  may  rejoice  together.  And  herein  is  that  saying  true, 
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One  soweth,  and  another  reapeth.  I  sent  you  to  reap  that  whereon 
ye  bestowed  no  labour  :  other  men  laboured,  and  ye  are  entered  into 
their  labours. 

And  many  of  the  Samaritans  of  that  city  believed  on  Him  for  the 
saying  of  the  woman,  which  testified,  He  told  me  all  that  ever  I  did. 
So  when  the  Samaritans  were  come  unto  Him,  they  besought  Him 
that  He  would  tarry  with  them  :  and  He  abode  there  two  days.  And 
many  more  believed  because  of  His  own  word  ;  and  said  unto  the 
woman,  Now  we  believe,  not  because  of  thy  saying  :  for  we  have 
heard  Him  ourselves,  and  know  that  this  is  indeed  the  CHRIST,  the 
SAVIOUR  of  the  world.

PHILIPPIANS  in.  3-14 

WE  are  the  circumcision,  which  worship  GOD  in  the  spirit,  and 
rejoice  in  CHRIST  JESUS,  and  have  no  confidence  in  the  flesh. 
Though  I  might  also  have  confidence  in  the  flesh.  If  any  other  man 
thinketh  that  he  hath  whereof  he  might  trust  in  the  flesh,  I  more  : 
circumcised  the  eighth  day,  of  the  stock  of  Israel,  of  the  tribe  of 
Benjamin,  an  Hebrew  of  the  Hebrews;  as  touching  the  law,  a  Pharisee  ; 
concerning  zeal,  persecuting  the  church  ;  touching  the  righteousness 
which  is  in  the  law,  blameless.  But  what  things  were  gain  to  me, 
those  I  counted  loss  for  CHRIST.  Yea  doubtless,  and  I  count  all 
things  but  loss  for  the  excellency  of  the  knowledge  of  CHRIST  JESUS 
my  LORD  :  for  Whom  I  have  suffered  the  loss  of  all  things,  and  do 
count  them  but  dung,  that  I  may  win  CHRIST,  and  be  found  in  Him, 
not  having  mine  own  righteousness,  which  is  of  the  law,  but  that 
which  is  through  the  faith  of  CHRIST,  the  righteousness  which  is  of 
GOD  by  faith  :  that  I  may  know  Him,  and  the  power  of  His  resur- 
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rection,  and  the  fellowship  of  His  sufferings,  being  made  conformable 
unto  His  death;  if  by  any  means  I  might  attain  unto  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead.  Not  as  though  I  had  already  attained,  either  were 
already  perfect :  but  I  follow  after,  if  that  I  may  apprehend  that  for 
which  also  I  am  apprehended  of  CHRIST  JKSUS.  Brethren,  I  count  not 
myself  to  have  apprehended:  but  this  one  thing  I  do,  forgetting  those 
things  which  are  oehind,  and  reaching  forth  unto  those  things  which 
are  before,  I  press  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling 
of  GOD  in  CHRIST  JESUS.

MINISTRY  IN  GALILEE 

ST.  JOHN  iv.   48-54 

NOW  after  two  days  JKSUS  departed  thence,  and  went  into 
Galilee.  For  JESUS  Himself  testified,  that  a  prophet  hath  no 
honour  in  his  own  country.  Then  when  He  was  come  into  Galilee, 
the  Galilseans  received  Him,  having  seen  all  the  things  that  He  did 
at  Jerusalem  at  the  feast :  for  they  also  went  unto  the  feast.  So 
JESUS  came  again  into  Cana  of  Galilee,  where  He  made  the  water 
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wine.  And  there  was  a  certain  nobleman,  whose  son  was  sick  at 
Capernaum.  When  he  heard  that  JESUS  was  come  out  of  Judaea  into 
Galilee,  he  went  unto  Him,  and  besought  Him  that  He  would  come 
down,  and  heal  his  son :  for  he  was  at  the  point  of  death.  Then  said 
JESUS  unto  him,  Except  ye  see  signs  and  wonders,  ye  will  not  believe. 
The  nobleman  saith  unto  Him,  Sir,  come  down  ere  my  child  die. 
JESUS  saith  unto  him,  Go  thy  way ;  thy  son  liveth.  And  the  man 
believed  the  word  that  JESUS  had  spoken  unto  him,  and  he  went  his 
way.  And  as  he  was  now  going  down,  his  servants  met  him,  and 
told  him,  saying,  Thy  son  liveth.  Then  inquired  he  of  them  the 
hour  when  he  began  to  amend.  And  they  said  unto  him,  Yester 
day  at  the  seventh  hour  the  fever  left  him.  So  the  father  knew  that 
it  was  at  the  same  hour,  in  the  which  JESUS  said  unto  him,  Thy  son 
liveth:  and  himself  believed,  and  his  whole  house.  This  is  again  the 
second  miracle  that  JESUS  did,  when  He  was  come  out  of  Judaea  into 
Galilee.

IN  THE  SYNAGOGUE  AT  NAZARETH 
ST.  LUKE  iv.  1(5-32 

TESUS  came  to  Nazareth,  where  He  had  been  brought  up  ;  and,  as 
J  His  custom  was,  He  went  into  the  synagogue  on  the  sabbath  day, 
and  stood  up  for  to  read.  And  there  was  delivered  unto  Him  the 
book  of  the  prophet  Esaias.  And  when  He  had  opened  the  book, 
He  found  the  place  where  it  was  written,  The  SPIRIT  of  the  LORD  is 
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upon  Me,  because  He  hath  anointed  Me  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the 
poor ;  He  hath  sent  Me  to  heal  the  brokenhearted,  to  preach  deliver 
ance  to  the  captives,  and  recovering  of  sight  to  the  blind,  to  set  at  liberty 
them  that  are  bruised,  to  preach  the  acceptable  year  of  the  LORD.  And 
He  closed  the  book,  and  He  gave  it  again  to  the  minister,  and  sat  down. 
And  the  eyes  of  all  them  that  were  in  the  synagogue  were  fastened 
on  Him.  And  He  began  to  say  unto  them,  This  day  is  this  scrip 
ture  fulfilled  in  your  ears.  And  all  bare  Him  witness,  and  wondered 
at  the  gracious  words  which  proceeded  out  of  His  mouth.  And  they 
said,  Is  not  this  Joseph's  son  ?  And  He  said  unto  them,  Ye  will 
surely  say  unto  Me  this  proverb,  Physician,  heal  Thyself :  whatsoever 
we  have  heard  done  in  Capernaum,  do  also  here  in  Thy  country.  And 
He  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  No  prophet  is  accepted  in  his  own 
country.  But  I  tell  you  of  a  truth,  many  widows  were  in  Israel  in 
the  days  of  Elias,  when  the  heaven  was  shut  up  three  years  and  six 
months,  when  great  famine  was  throughout  all  the  land ;  but  unto 
none  of  them  was  Elias  sent,  save  unto  Sarepta,  a  city  of  Sidon,  unto 
a  woman  that  was  a  widow.  And  many  lepers  were  in  Israel  in  the 
time  of  Eliseus  the  prophet ;  and  none  of  them  was  cleansed,  saving 
Naaman  the  Syrian.  And  all  they  in  the  synagogue,  when  they 
heard  these  things,  were  filled  with  wrath,  and  rose  up,  and  thrust 
Him  out  of  the  city,  and  led  Him  unto  the  brow  of  the  hill  whereon 
their  city  was  built,  that  they  might  cast  Him  down  headlong.  But 
He  passing  through  the  midst  of  them  went  His  way,  and  came  down 
to  Capernaum,  a  city  of  Galilee,  and  taught  them  on  the  sabbath 
days.  And  they  were  astonished  at  His  doctrine  :  for  His  word  was 
with  power.

ST.  LUKE  v.  1-11

And  all  the  angels  stood  round  about  the  throne, 
and  about  the  elders  and  the  four  beasts,  and  fell  before  the  throne 
on  their  faces,  and  worshipped  GOD,  saying,  Amen  :  Blessing,  and 
glory,  and  wisdom,  and  thanksgiving,  and  honour,  and  power,  and 
might,  be  unto  our  GOD  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen.  And  one  of  the 
elders  answered,  saying  unto  me,  What  are  these  which  are  arrayed 
in  white  robes  ?  and  whence  came  they  ?

For  the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst  of  the 
throne  shall  feed  them,  and  shall  lead  them  unto  living  fountains  of 
waters  :  and  GOD  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes.

ST.  MATTHEW  vi.  1-15 

HHAKE  heed  that  ye  do  not  your  alms  before  men,  to  be  seen  of 
JL  them  :  otherwise  ye  have  no  reward  of  your  FATHER  which  is  in 
heaven.  Therefore  when  thou  doest  thine  alms,  do  not  sound  a 
trumpet  before  thee,  as  the  hypocrites  do  in  the  synagogues  and  in 
the  streets,  that  they  may  have  glory  of  men.  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
They  have  their  reward.  But  when  thou  doest  alms,  let  not  thy  left 
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hand  know  what  thy  right  hand  doeth  :  that  thine  alms  may  be  in 
secret :  and  thy  FATHER  which  seeth  in  secret  Himself  shall  reward 
thee  openly. 

And  when  thou  prayest,  thou  shalt  not  be  as  the  hypocrites  are: 
for  they  love  to  pray  standing  in  the  synagogues  and  in  the  corners 
of  the  streets,  that  they  may  be  seen  of  men.  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
They  have  their  reward.  But  thou,  when  thou  prayest,  enter  into 
thy  closet,  and  when  thou  hast  shut  thy  door,  pray  to  thy  FATHER 
which  is  in  secret ;  and  thy  FATHER  which  seeth  in  secret  shall  reward 
thee  openly.  But  when  ye  pray,  use  not  vain  repetitions,  as  the 
heathen  do  :  for  they  think  that  they  shall  be  heard  for  their  much 
speaking.  Be  not  ye  therefore  like  unto  them  :  for  your  FATHER 
knoweth  what  things  ye  have  need  of,  before  ye  ask  Him.  After 
this  manner  therefore  pray  ye  :  Our  FATHER  which  art  in  heaven, 
Hallowed  be  Thy  Name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done 
in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread.  And 
forgive  us  our  debts,  as  we  forgive  our  debtors.  And  lead  us  not 
into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil :  For  Thine  is  the  kingdom, 
and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever.  Amen.  For  if  ye  forgive 
men  their  trespasses,  your  heavenly  FATHER  will  also  forgive  you  :

THE  SERMON  ON  THE  MOUNT

ST.  MATTHEW  vi.  19-34 

LAY  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  earth,  where  moth  and 
rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  break  through  and  steal  : 
but  lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor 
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rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  do  not  break  through  nor  steal: 
for  where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also.  The  light 
of  the  body  is  the  eve  ;  if  therefore  thine  eye  be  single,  thy  whole 
body  shall  be  full  of  light.  But  if  thine  eye  be  evil,  thy  whole  body 
shall  be  full  of  darkness.  If  therefore  the  light  that  is  in  thee  be 
darkness,  how  great  is  that  darkness  ! 

No  man  can  serve  two  masters :  for  either  he  will  hate  the  one  and 
love  the  other;  or  else  he  will  hold  to  the  one,  and  despise  the  other. 
Ye  cannot  serve  GOD  and  mammon.  Therefore  I  say  unto  you,  Take 
no  thought  for  your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ye  shall  drink  ; 
nor  yet  for  your  body,  what  ye  shall  put  on.  Is  not  the  life  more 
than  meat,  and  the  body  than  raiment  ?  Behold  the  fowls  of  the  air: 
for  they  sow  not,  neither  do  they  reap,  nor  gather  into  barns ;  yet 
your  heavenly  FATHER  feedeth  them.  Are  ye  not  much  better  than 
they  ?  Which  of  you  by  taking  thought  can  add  one  cubit  unto  his 
stature  ?  And  why  take  ye  thought  for  raiment  ?  Consider  the 
lilies  of  the  field,  how  they  grow  ;  they  toil  not,  neither  do  they  spin: 
and  yet  I  say  unto  you,  That  even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not 
arrayed  like  one  of  these.  Wherefore,  if  GOD  so  clothe  the  grass  of 
the  field,  which  to  day  is,  and  to  morrow  is  cast  into  the  oven,  shall 
He  not  much  more  clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little  faith  ?  Therefore,  take 
no  thought,  saying,  What  shall  we  eat?  or,  What  shall  we  drink?  or, 
Wherewithal  shall  we  be  clothed  ?  (for  after  all  these  things  do  the 
Gentiles  seek  :)  for  your  heavenly  FATHER  knoweth  that  ye  have  need 
of  all  these  things.  But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  GOD  and  His 
righteousness ;  and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you.  Take 
therefore  no  thought  for  the  morrow  :  for  the  morrow  shall  take 
thought  for  the  things  of  itself.  Sufficient  unto  the  day  is  the  evil 
thereof.

ST.  MATTHEW  vn.  1-14 

FUDGE  not,  that  ye  be  not  judged.  For  with  what  judgment  ye 
£/  judge,  ye  shall  be  judged  :  and  with  what  measure  ye  mete,  it 
shall  be  measured  to  you  again.  And  why  beholdest  thou  the  mote 
that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye,  but  considerest  not  the  beam  that  is  in 
thine  own  eye  ?  Or  how  wilt  thou  say  to  thy  brother,  Let  me  pull 
out  the  mote  out  of  thine  eye ;  and,  behold,  a  beam  is  in  thine  own 
eye  ?  Thou  hypocrite,  first  cast  out  the  beam  out  of  thine  own  eye  ; 
and  then  shalt  thou  see  clearly  to  cast  out  the  mote  out  of  thy 
brother's  eye. 

Give  not  that  which  is  holy  unto  the  dogs,  neither  cast  ye  your 
pearls  before  swine,  lest  they  trample  them  under  their  feet,  and 
turn  again  and  rend  you. 

Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you ;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find  ;  knock, 
and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you  :  for  every  one  that  asketh  receiveth  ; 
and  he  that  seeketh  findeth  ;  and  to  him  that  knocketh  it  shall  be 
opened.  Or  what  man  is  there  of  you,  whom  if  his  son  ask  bread, 
will  he  give  him  a  stone  ?  or  if  he  ask  a  fish,  will  he  give  him  a 
serpent  ?

JAMES  iv.  1-14 

FROM  whence  come  wars  and  fightings  among  you  ?  come  they 
not  hence,  even  of  your  lusts  that  war  in  your  members  ?  Ye 
lust,  and  have  not  :  ye  kill,  and  desire  to  have,  and  cannot  obtain  : 
ye  fight  and  war,  yet  ye  have  not,  because  ye  ask  not.  Ye  ask,  and 
receive  not,  because  ye  ask  amiss,  that  ye  may  consume  it  upon  your 
lusts.

Wherefore  he  saith,  GOD 
resisteth  the  proud,  but  giveth  grace  unto  the  humble.  Submit 
yourselves  therefore  to  GOD.  Resist  the  devil,  and  he  will  flee  from 
you.  Draw  nigh  to  GOD,  and  He  will  draw  nigh  to  you.  Cleanse 
your  hands,  ye  sinners  ;  and  purify  your  hearts,  ye  double  minded. 
Be  afflicted,  and  mourn,  and  weep :  let  your  laughter  be  turned  to 
mourning,  and  your  joy  to  heaviness.  Humble  yourselves  in  the 
sight  of  the  LORD,  and  He  shall  lift  you  up.  Speak  not  evil  one  of 
another,  brethren.  He  that  speaketh  evil  of  his  brother,  and 
judgeth  his  brother,  speaketh  evil  of  the  law,  and  judgeth  the  law ; 
but  if  thou  judge  the  law,  thou  art  not  a  doer  of  the  law,  but  a 
judge.  There  is  one  lawgiver,  who  is  able  to  save  and  to  destroy  ; 
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who  art  thou  that  judgest  another  ?  Go  to  now,  ye  that  say,  To  day 
or  to  morrow  we  will  go  into  such  a  city,  and  continue  there  a  year, 
and  buy  and  sell,  and  get  gain  :  whereas  ye  know  not  what  shall  be 
on  the  morrow.  For  what  is  your  life  ?  It  is  even  a  vapour,  that 
appeareth  for  a  little  time,  and  then  vanisheth  away.

ST.  MATTHEW  vn.  18-29 

A  GOOD  tree  cannot  bring  forth  evil  fruit,  neither  can  a  corrupt 
tree  bring  forth  good  fruit.    Every  tree  that  bringeth  not  forth 
good  fruit  is  hewn  down,  and  cast  into  the  h're.     Wherefore  by  their 
fruits  ye  shall  know  them. 

Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  Me,  LORD,  LORD,  shall  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  heaven  ;  but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  My  FATHER 
which  is  in  heaven.  Many  will  say  to  Me  in  that  day,  LORD,  LORD, 
have  we  not  prophesied  in  Thy  name?  and  in  Thy  name  have  cast  out 
devils  ?  and  in  Thy  name  done  many  wonderful  works  ?  And  then 
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will  I  profess  unto  them,  I  never  knew  you  :  depart  from  Me,  ye  that 
work  iniquity. 

Therefore  whosoever  heareth  these  sayings  of  Mine,  and  doeth 
them,  I  will  liken  him  unto  a  wise  man,  which  built  his  house  upon 
a  rock  :  and  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds 
blew,  and  beat  upon  that  house  ;  and  it  fell  not :  for  it  was  founded 
upon  a  rock.

And  I  say  unto 
you,  That  many  shall  come  from  the  east  and  west,  and  shall  sit 
down  with  Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 
But  the  children  of  the  kingdom  shall  be  cast  out  into  outer  dark 
ness  :  there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  And  JESUS  said 
unto  the  centurion,  Go  thy  way ;  and  as  thou  hast  believed,  so  be  it 
done  unto  thee.

THE   SERMON  ON  THE  PLAIN 
ST.  LUKE  vi.  12-31 

AND  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  He  went  out  into  a 
mountain  to  pray,  and  continued  all  night  in  prayer  to  GOD. 

And  when  it  was  day,  He  called  unto  Him  His  disciples  :  and  of 
them  He  chose  twelve,  whom  also  He  named  apostles  ;  Simon, 
(whom  He  also  named  Peter,)  and  Andrew  his  brother,  James  and 
John,  Philip  and  Bartholomew,  Matthew  and  Thomas,  James  the 
son  of  Alphaeus,  and  Simon  called  Zelotes,  and  Judas  the  brother  of 
James,  and  Judas  Iscariot,  which  also  was  the  traitor. 

And  He  came  down  with  them,  and  stood  in  the  plain,  and  the 
company  of  His  disciples,  and  a  great  multitude  of  people  out  of  all 
Judaea  and  Jerusalem,  and  from  the  sea  coast  of  Tyre  and  Sidon, 
which  came  to  hear  Him,  and  to  be  healed  of  their  diseases;  and 
they  that  were  vexed  with  unclean  spirits :  and  they  were  healed. 
And  the  whole  multitude  sought  to  touch  Him  :  for  there  went 
virtue  out  of  Him,  and  healed  them  all. 

And  He  lifted  up  His  eyes  on  His  disciples,  and  said,  Blessed  be 
ye  poor  :  for  yours  is  the  kingdom  of  GOD.  Blessed  are  ye  that 
hunger  now  :  for  ye  shall  be  filled.  Blessed  are  ye  that  weep  now  : 
for  ye  shall  laugh.  Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  hate  you,  and 
when  they  shall  separate  you  from  their  company,  and  shall  reproach 
you,  and  cast  out  your  name  as  evil,  for  the  SON  of  man^s  sake. 
Rejoice  ye  in  that  day,  and  leap  for  joy  :  for,  behold,  your  reward  is 
great  in  heaven  :  for  in  the  like  manner  did  their  fathers  unto  the 
prophets.  But  woe  unto  you  that  are  rich  !  for  ye  have  received 
your  consolation.  Woe  unto  you  that  are  full !  for  ye  shall  hunger. 
Woe  unto  you  that  laugh  now  !  for  ye  shall  mourn  and  weep.  Woe 
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unto  you,  when  all  men   shall  speak  well  of  you  !  for  so  did  their 
fathers  to  the  false  prophets. 

But  I  say  unto  you  which  hear,  Love  y°iir  enemies,  do  good  to 
them  which  hate  you,  bless  them  that  curse  you,  and  pray  for  them 
which  despitef ully  use  you.  And  unto  him  that  smiteth  thee  on  the 
one  cheek  offer  also  the  other  ;  and  him  that  taketh  away  thycloke 
forbid  not  to  take  thy  coat  also.  Give  to  every  man  that  asketh  of 
thee ;  and  of  him  that  taketh  away  thy  goods  ask  them  not  again. 
And  as  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  also  to  them 
likewise.

And  he  carried  me  away  in  the  spirit  to  a  great 
and  high  mountain,  and  shewed  me  that  great  city,  the  holy  Jerusa 
lem,  descending  out  of  heaven  from  GOD,  having  the  glory  of  GOD  : 
and  her  light  was  like  unto  a  stone  most  precious,  even  like  a  jasper 
stone,  clear  as  crystal ;  and  had  a  wall  great  and  high,  and  had 
twelve  gates,  and  at  the  gates  twelve  angels,  and  names  written 
thereon,  which  are  the  names  of  the  twelve  tribes  of  the  children  of 
Israel :  on  the  east  three  gates ;  on  the  north  three  gates ;  on  the 
south  three  gates  ;  and  on  the  west  three  gates.  And  the  wall  of 
the  city  had  twelve  foundations,  and  in  them  the  names  of  the 
twelve  apostles  of  the  Lamb.  .  .  .  And  the  twelve  gates  were 
twelve  pearls ;  every  several  gate  was  of  one  pearl :  and  the  street 
of  the  city  was  pure  gold,  as  it  were  transparent  glass.  And  I  saw 
no  temple  therein  :  for  the  LORD  GOD  Almighty  and  the  Lamb  are 
the  temple  of  it.  And  the  city  had  no  need  of  the  sun,  neither  of 
the  moon,  to  shine  in  it :  for  the  glory  of  GOD  did  lighten  it,  and 
the  Lamb  is  the  light  thereof.  And  the  nations  of  them  which  are 
saved  shall  walk  in  the  light  of  it :  and  the  kings  of  the  earth  do 
bring  their  glory  and  honour  into  it.  And  the  gates  of  it  shall  not 
be  shut  at  all  by  day :  for  there  shall  be  no  night  there.  And  they 
shall  bring  the  glory  and  honour  of  the  nations  into  it.  And  there 
shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it  any  thing  that  defileth,  neither  what 
soever  worketh  abomination,  or  maketh  a  lie  :  but  they  which  are 
written  in  the  Lamb's  book  of  life.

ST.   LUKK  vn.   11-23 

AND  it  came  to  pass  the  day  after,  that  JESUS  went  into  a  city 
called  Nain  ;  and  many  of  His  disciples  went  with  Him,  and 
much  people.  Now  when  He  came  nigh  to  the  gate  of  the  city, 
behold,  there  was  a  dead  man  carried  out,  the  only  son  of  his  mother, 
and  she  was  a  widow  :  and  much  people  of  the  city  was  with  her.

Then  JESUS  answering  said 
unto  them,  Go  your  way,  and  tell  John  what  things  ye  have  seen  and 
heard  ;  how  that  the  blind  see,  the  lame  walk,  the  lepers  are 
cleansed,  the  deaf  hear,  the  dead  are  raised,  to  the  poor  the  gospel  is 
preached.  And  blessed  is  he,  whosoever  shall  not  be  offended  in  Me.

(THE  FIRST  ALABASTER  BOX) 

ST.  LUKE  vn.  36-50 

A  ND  one  of  the  Pharisees  desired  Him  that  He  would  eat  with 
XA_  him.  And  JESUS  went  into  the  Pharisee's  house,  and  sat  down 
to  meat.  And,  behold,  a  woman  in  the  city,  which  was  a  sinner, 
when  she  knew  that  JESUS  sat  at  meat  in  the  Pharisee's  house,  brought 
an  alabaster  box  of  ointment,  and  stood  at  His  feet  behind  Him 
weeping,  and  began  to  wash  His  feet  with  tears,  and  did  wipe  them 
with  the  hairs  of  her  head,  and  kissed  His  feet,  and  anointed  them 
with  the  ointment.  Now  when  the  Pharisee  which  had  bidden  Him 
saw  it,  he  spake  within  himself,  saying,  This  man,  if  He  were  a 
prophet,  would  have  known  who  and  what  manner  of  woman  this  is 
that  toucheth  Him  :  for  she  is  a  sinner.  And  JESUS  answering  said 
unto  him,  Simon,  I  have  somewhat  to  say  unto  thee.  And  he  saitli, 
Master,  say  on.  There  was  a  certain  creditor  which  had  two  debtors : 
the  one  owed  five  hundred  pence,  and  the  other  fifty.  And  when 
they  had  nothing  to  pay,  he  frankly  forgave  them  both.  Tell  Me 
therefore,  which  of  them  will  love  him  most  ?  Simon  answered  and 
said,  I  suppose  that  he,  to  whom  he  forgave  most.  And  He  said 
unto  him,  Thou  hast  rightly  judged.  And  He  turned  to  the  woman 
and  said  unto  Simon,  Seest  thou  this  woman  ?  I  entered  into  thine 
house,  thou  gavest  Me  no  water  for  My  feet :  but  she  hath  washed  My 
feet  with  tears,  and  wiped  them  with  the  hairs  of  her  head.  Thou 
gavest  Me  no  kiss  :  but  this  woman  since  the  time  I  came  in  hath  not 
ceased  to  kiss  My  feet.  My  head  with  oil  thou  didst  not  anoint :  but 
this  woman  hath  anointed  My  feet  with  ointment.  Wherefore  I  say 
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unto  thee,  Her  sins,  which  are  many,  are  forgiven  ;  for  she  loved 
much  :  but  to  whom  little  is  forgiven,  the  same  loveth  little.  And 
He  said  unto  her,  Thy  sins  are  forgiven.  And  they  that  sat  at  meat 
with  Him  began  to  say  within  themselves,  Who  is  this  that  forgiveth 
sins  also  ?  And  He  said  to  the  woman,  Thy  faith  hath  saved  thee  ; 
go  in  peace.

(JAIRUS'  DAUGHTER) 

ST.    MATTHEW    ix.    18-30;   xi.    28-30 

WHILE  JESUS  spake  these  things  unto  them,  behold,  there  came 
a  certain  ruler,  and  worshipped  Him,  saying,  My  daughter  is 
even  now  dead  :  but  come  and  lay  Thy  hand  upon  her,  and  she  shall 
live.

And 
He  could  there  do  no  mighty  work,  save  that  He  laid  His  hands 
upon  a  few  sick  folk,  and  healed  them.  And  He  marvelled  because 
of  their  unbelief.  And  He  went  round  about  the  villages,  teaching. 
And  He  called  unto  Him  the  twelve,  and  began  to  send  them 
forth  by  two  and  two ;  and  gave  them  power  over  unclean  spirits ; 
and  commanded  them  that  they  should  take  nothing  for  their  journey, 
save  a  staff  only ;  no  scrip,  no  bread,  no  money  in  their  purse  :  but 
be  shod  with  sandals ;  and  not  put  on  two  coats.  And  He  said  unto 
them,  In  what  place  soever  ye  enter  into  an  house,  there  abide  till  ye 
depart  from  that  place.  And  whosoever  shall  not  receive  you,  nor 
hear  you,  when  ye  depart  thence,  shake  off  the  dust  under  your  feet 
for  a  testimony  against  them.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  It  shall  be 
more  tolerable  for  Sodom  and  Gomorrha  in  the  day  of  judgment, 
than  for  that  city.  And  they  went  out,  and  preached  that  men 
should  repent.  And  they  cast  out  many  devils,  and  anointed  with 
oil  many  that  were  sick,  and  healed  them.

NUMBERS  ix.  1.5-23 

AND  on  the  day  that  the  tabernacle  was  reared  up  the  cloud 
Jl\.  covered  the  tabernacle,  namely,  the  tent  of  the  testimony  :  and 
at  even  there  was  upon  the  tabernacle  as  it  were  the  appearance  of 
tire,  until  the  morning.  So  it  was  alway  :  the  cloud  covered  it  by  day 
and  the  appearance  of  tire  by  night.  And  when  the  cloud  was  taken 
up  from  the  tabernacle,  then  after  that  the  children  of  Israel  jour 
neyed  :  and  in  the  place  where  the  cloud  abode,  there  the  children  of 
Israel  pitched  their  tents.

And  when  the  cloud  tarried  long  upon  the 
tabernacle  many  days,  then  the  children  of  Israel  kept  the  charge  of 
the  LORD,  and  journeyed  not.  And  so  it  was,  when  the  cloud  was 
a  few  days  upon  the  tabernacle ;  according  to  the  commandment  of 
the  LORD  they  abode  in  their  tents,  and  according  to  the  command 
ment  of  the  LORD  they  journeyed.  And  so  it  was,  when  the  cloud 
abode  from  even  unto  the  morning,  and  that  the  cloud  was  taken  up 
in  the  morning,  then  they  journeyed  :  whether  it  was  by  day  or  by 
night  that  the  cloud  was  taken  up,  they  journeyed.  Or  whether  it 
were  two  days,  or  a  month,  or  a  year,  that  the  cloud  tarried  upon 
the  tabernacle,  remaining  thereon,  the  children  of  Israel  abode  in 
their  tents,  and  journeyed  not :  but  when  it  was  taken  up  they  jour 
neyed.  At  the  commandment  of  the  LORD  they  rested  in  the  tents, 
and  at  the  commandment  of  the  LORD  they  journeyed  :  they  kept 
the  charge  of  the  LORD,  at  the  commandment  of  the  LORD  by  the 
hand  of  Moses.

AND  when  much  people  were  gathered  together,  and  were  come 
to  Him  out  of  every  city,  JESUS  spake  by  a  parable  :  A  sower 
went  out  to  sow  his  seed  :  and  as  he  sowed,  some  fell  by  the  way  side  ;

And  He  said,  Unto  you  it  is  given  to  know  the 
mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of  GOD  :  but  to  others  in  parables  ;  that 
seeing  they  might  not  see,  and  hearing  they  might  not  understand. 
Now  the  parable  is  this  :  The  seed  is  the  word  of  GOD.  Those  by 
the  way  side  are  they  that  hear  ;  then  cometh  the  devil,  and  taketh 
away  the  word  out  of  their  hearts,  lest  they  should  believe  and  be 
saved.  They  on  the  rock  are  they,  which,  when  they  hear,  receive 
the  word  with  joy  ;  and  these  have  no  root,  which  for  a  while  believe, 
and  in  time  of  temptation  fall  away.

A  NOTHER  parable  put  He  forth  unto  them,  saying,  The  king- 
^LJL  dom  of  heaven  is  likened  unto  a  man  which  sowed  good  seed  in 
his  field :  but  while  men  slept,  his  enemy  came  and  sowed  tares 
among  the  wheat,  and  went  his  way.  But  when  the  blade  was 
sprung  up,  and  brought  forth  fruit,  then  appeared  the  tares  also. 
So  the  servants  of  the  householder  came  and  said  unto  him,  Sir, 
didst  not  thou  sow  good  seed  in  thy  field  ?  from  whence  then  hath 
it  tares?  He  said  unto  them,  An  enemy  hath  done  this.  The 
servants  said  unto  him,  Wilt  thou  then  that  we  go  and  gather  them 
up  ?  But  he  said,  Nay  ;  lest  while  ye  gather  up  the  tares,  ye  root- 
up  also  the  wheat  with  them.  Let  both  grow  together  until  the 
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harvest :  and  in  the  time  of  harvest  I  will  say  to  the  reapers,  Gather 
ye  together  first  the  tares,  and  bind  them  in  bundles  to  burn  them  : 
but  gather  the  wheat  into  my  barn. 

Another  parable  put  He  forth  unto  them,  saying,  The  kingdom  of 

heaven  is  like  to  a  grain  of  mustard   seed,  which   a   man  took,  and 

sowed  in  his  field  :   which  indeed  is  the   least  of  all  seeds  :  but  when 

t  is  grown,  it  is  ttie  greatest  among  herbs,  and  becometh  a  tree,  so 

that  the  birds  of  the  air  come  and  lodge  in  the  branches  thereof. 

Another  parable  spake  He  unto  them  ;  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is 
like  unto  leaven,  which  a  woman  took,  and  hid  in  three  measures  of 
meal,  till  the  whole  was  leavened.  All  these  things  spake  Jesus  unto 
the  multitude  in  parables.

O  GOD,  Who  knowest  us  to  be  set  in  the  midst  of  so  many  and  great 
dangers,  that  by  reason  of  the  frailty  of  our  nature  we  cannot  always 
stand  upright ;  Grant  to  us  such  strength  and  protection,  as  may  support 
us  in  all  dangers,  and  carry  us  through  all  temptations;  through  JESUS 
CHRIST  our  LORD.  Amen.  *

THREE   PARABLES   OF   THE   KINGDOM 

ST.  MATTHEW  xin.  44-53  ;  ST.  MARK  vi.  30-34 

AGAIN,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  treasure  hid  in  a 
field ;  the  which  when  a  man  hath  found,  he  hideth,  and  for 
joy  thereof  goeth  and  selleth  all  that  he  hath,  and  buyeth  that  field. 

"Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  merchant  man,  seeking 
goodly  pearls  :  who,  when  he  had  found  one  pearl  of  great  price,  went 
and  sold  all  that  he  had,  and  bought  it. 

Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  net,  that  was  cast  into 
the  sea,  and  gathered  of  every  kind  :  which,  when  it  was  full,  they 
drew  to  shore,  and  sat  down,  and  gathered  the  good  into  vessels,  but 
cast  the  bad  away.  So  shall  it  be  at  the  end  of  the  world  :  the  angels 
shall  come  forth,  and  sever  the  wicked  from  among  the  just,  and  shall 
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cast  them  into  the  furnace  of  fire :  there  shall  be  wailing  and  gnash 
ing  of  teeth.  JKSUS  saith  unto  them,  Have  ye  understood  all  these 
things  ?  They  say  unto  Him,  Yea,  LORD.  Then  said  He  unto  them, 
Therefore  every  scribe  which  is  instructed  unto  the  kingdom  of  heaven 
is  like  unto  a  man  that  is  an  householder,  which  bringeth  forth  out 
of  his  treasure  things  new  and  old.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when 
JKSUS  had  finished  these  parables,  He  departed  thence. 

A  ND  the  apostles  gathered  themselves  together  unto  JESUS,  and 
JTJL.  told  Him  all  things,  both  what  they  had  done,  and  what  they 
had  taught.  And  He  said  unto  them,  Come  ye  yourselves  apart  into 
a  desert  place,  and  rest  a  while :  for  there  were  many  coming  and 
going,  and  they  had  no  leisure  so  much  as  to  eat.  And  they  departed 
into  a  desert  place  by  ship  privately.  And  the  people  saw  them 
departing,  and  many  knew  Him,  and  ran  afoot  thither  out  of  all 
cities,  and  outwent  them,  and  came  together  unto  Him.  And  JESUS, 
when  He  came  out,  saw  much  people,  and  was  moved  with  compassion 
toward  them,  because  they  were  as  sheep  not  having  a  shepherd  : 
and  He  began  to  teach  them  many  things.

FEEDING   THE    FIVE   THOUSAND 

ST.   «Jonx  vi.    1-14 

A  FTER  these  things  JKSUS  went  over  the  sea  of  Galilee,  which 
XA.  is  the  sea  ot  Tiberias.  And  a  great  multitude  followed  Him, 
because  they  saw  His  miracles  which  He  did  on  them  that  were 
diseased.  And  JKSUS  went  up  into  a  mountain,  and  there  He  sat 
with  His  disciples.  And  the  passover,  a  feast  of  the  Jews,  was  nigh. 
When  JESUS  then  lifted  up  His  eyes,  and  saw  a  great  company 
come  unto  Him,  He  saith  unto  Philip,  Whence  shall  we  buy  bread, 
that  these  may  eat  ?  And  this  He  said  to  prove  him  :  for  He  Him 
self  knew  what  He  would  do.  Philip  answered  Him,  Two  hundred 
pennyworth  of  bread  is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that  every  one  of 
them  may  take  a  little.  One  of  His  disciples,  Andrew,  Simon  Peter's 
brother,  saith  unto  Him,  There  is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  barley 
loaves,  and  two  small  fishes  :  but  what  are  they  among  so  many'? 
And  JKSUS  said,  Make  the  men  sit  down.  Now  there  was  much  grass 
in  the  place.  So  the  men  sat  down,  in  number  about  five  thousand. 
And  JKSUS  took  the  loaves  ;  and  when  He  had  given  thanks,  He  dis 
tributed  to  the  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to  them  that  were  set 
down  ;  and  likewise  of  the  fishes  as  much  as  they  would.  When  they 
were  filled,  He  said  unto  His  disciples,  Gather  up  the  fragments  that 
remain,  that  nothing  be  lost.  Therefore  they  gathered  them  to 
gether,  and  filled  twelve  baskets  with  the  fragments  of  the  five  barley 
loaves,  which  remained  over  and  above  unto  them  that  had  eaten. 
Then^  those  men,  when  they  had  seen  the  miracle  that  JKSUS  did, 
said,  This  is  of  a  truth  that  prophet  that  should  come  into  the  world.

But  when  he  saw  the  wind  boisterous, 
he  was  afraid  ;  and  beginning  to  sink,  he  cried,  saying,  LOKD,  save 
me.  And  immediately  JESUS  stretched  forth  His  hand,  and  caught 
him,  and  said  unto  him,  O  thou  of  little  faith,  wherefore  didst  thou 
doubt  ?  And  when  they  were  come  into  the  ship,  the  wind  ceased. 
Then  they  that  were  in  the  ship  came  and  worshipped  Him,  saying, 
Of  a  truth  Thou  art  the  SON  of  GOD.

And  let  them 
sacrifice  the  sacrifices  of  thanksgiving,  and  declare  His  works  with 
rejoicing.  They  that  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships,  that  do  business 
in  great  waters ;  these  see  the  works  of  the  LORD,  and  His  wonders 
in  the  deep.  For  He  commandeth,  and  raiseth  the  stormy  wind, 
which  lifteth  up  the  waves  thereof.  They  mount  up  to  the  heaven, 
they  go  down  again  to  the  depths  :  their  soul  is  melted  because  of 
trouble.  They  reel  to  and  fro,  and  stagger  like  a  drunken  man,  and 
are  at  their  wit's  end.  Then  they  cry  unto  the  LORD  in  their 
trouble,  and  He  bringeth  them  out  of  their  distresses.  He  maketh 
the  storm  a  calm,  so  that  the  waves  thereof  are  still.  Then  are  they 
glad  because  they  be  quiet :  so  He  bringeth  them  unto  their  desired 
haven.  Oh  that  men  would  praise  the  LORD  for  His  goodness,  and 
for  His  wonderful  works  to  the  children  of  men  !  Let  them  exalt 
Him  also  in  the  congregation  of  the  people,  and  praise  Him  in  the 
assembly  of  the  elders.  .  .  .  Whoso  is  wise,  and  will  observe  these 
things,  even  they  shall  understand  the  loving-kindness  of  the  LORD.

And  Moses  and  Aaron  said  unto  all  the 
children  of  Israel,  At  even,  then  ye  shall  know  that  the  LORD  hath 
brought  you  out  from  the  land  of  Egypt :  and  in  the  morning, 
then  ye  shall  see  the  glory  of  the  LORD  ;  for  that  He  heareth  your 
murmurings  against  the  LORD :  and  what  are  we,  that  ye  murmur 
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against  us  ?  And  Moses  said,  This  shall  be,  when  the  LORD  shall 
give  you  in  the  evening  Hush  to  eat,  and  in  the  morning  bread  to  the 
full  ;  for  that  the  LORD  heareth  your  murmurings  which  ye 
murmur  against  Him  :  and  what  are  we  ?  your  murmurings  are  not 
against  us,  but  against  the  LOUD. 

And  Moses  spake  unto  Aaron,  Say  unto  all  the  congregation  of 
the  children  of  Israel,  Come  near  before  the  LORD:  for  He  hath 
heard  your  murmurings.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  Aaron  spake  unto 
the  whole  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they  looked 
toward  the  wilderness,  and,  behold,  the  glory  of  the  LORD  appeared 
in  the  cloud. 

And  the  LORD  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  I  have  heard  the 
murmurings  of  the  children  of  Israel  :  speak  unto  them,  saying,  At 
even  ye  shall  eat  Hesh,  and  in  the  morning  ye  shall  be  filled  with 
bread  ;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  LORD  your  GOD.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  that  at  even  the  quails  came  up,  and  covered  the 
camp  :  and  in  the  morning  the  dew  lay  round  about  the  host.

MIRACLES   OF   HEALING 
ST.  MARK  vn.  24-37 

AND  from  thence  He  arose,  and  went  into  the  borders  of  Tyre 
and  Sidon,  and  entered  into  an  house,  and  would  have  no  man 
know  it :  but  He  could  not  be  hid.  For  a  certain  woman,  whose 
young  daughter  had  an  unclean  spirit,  heard  of  Him,  and  came  and 
fell  at  His  feet :  the  woman  was  a  Greek,  a  Syrophenician  by  nation  ; 
and  she  besought  Him  that  He  would  cast  forth  the  devil  out  of  her 
daughter.

And  He  said 
unto  her,  For  this  saying  go  thy  way  ;  the  devil  is  gone  out  of  thy 
daughter.  And  when  she  was  come  to  her  house,  she  found  the 
devil  gone  out,  and  her  daughter  laid  upon  the  bed. 

And  again,  departing  from  the  coasts  of  Tyre  and  Sidon,  He  came 
unto  the  sea  of  Galilee,  through  the  midst  of  the  coasts  of  Decapolis. 
And  they  bring  unto  Him  one  that  was  deaf,  and  had  an  impediment 
in  his  speech ;  and  they  beseech  Him  to  put  His  hand  upon  him. 
And  He  took  him  aside  from  the  multitude,  and  put  His  fingers  into 
his  ears,  and  He  spit,  and  touched  his  tongue ;  and  looking  up  to 
heaven,  He  sighed,  and  saith  unto  him,  EPHPHATHA,  that  is,  Be 
opened.  And  straightway  his  ears  were  opened,  and  the  string  of  his 
tongue  was  loosed,  and  he  spake  plain.  And  He  charged  them  that 
they  should  tell  no  man :  but  the  more  He  charged  them,  so  much 
the  more  a  great  deal  they  published  it ;  and  were  beyond  measure 
astonished,  saying,  He  hath  done  all  things  well :  He  maketh  both 
the  deaf  to  hear,  and  the  dumb  to  speak.

FEEDING   THE   FOUR  THOUSAND 

ST.  MARK  vm.  1-13 

IN  those  days  the  multitude  being  very  great,  and  having  nothing 
to  eat,  JESUS  called  His  disciples  unto  Him,  and  saith  unto  them, 
I  have  compassion  on  the  multitude,  because  they  have  now  been 
with  me  three  days,  and  have  nothing  to  eat :  and  if  I  send  them 
away  fasting  to  their  own  houses,  they  will  faint  by  the  way : 
for  divers  of  them  came  from  far.  And  His  disciples  answered  Him, 
From  whence  can  a  man  satisfy  these  men  with  bread  here  in  the 
wilderness  ?  And  He  asked  them,  How  many  loaves  have  ye  ?  And 
they  said,  Seven.  And  He  commanded  the  people  to  sit  down  on  the 
ground :  and  He  took  the  seven  loaves,  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake, 
and  gave  to  His  disciples  to  set  before  them ;  and  they  did  set  them 
before  the  people.  And  they  had  a  few  small  fishes  :  and  He  blessed, 
and  commanded  to  set  them  also  before  them.  So  they  did  eat,  and 
were  filled  :  and  they  took  up  of  the  broken  meat  that  was  left  seven 
baskets.  And  they  that  had  eaten  were  about  four  thousand :  and 
He  sent  them  away. 

And  straightway  He  entered  into  a  ship  with  His  disciples,  and 
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came  into  the  parts  of  Dalmanutha.  And  the  Pharisees  came  forth, 
and  began  to  question  with  Him,  seeking  of  Him  a  sign  from  heaven, 
tempting  Him.  And  He  sighed  deeply  in  His  spirit,  and  saith,  Why 
doth  this  generation  seek  after  a  sign  ?  verily  I  say  unto  you,  There 
shall  no  sign  be  given  unto  this  generation.  And*  He  left  them,  and 
entering  into  the  ship  again  departed  to  the  other  side.

ROMANS  vi.   19-23 

I  SPEAK  after  the  manner  of  men,  because  of  the  infirmity  of 
your  flesh :  for  as  ye  have  yielded  your  members  servants  to  un- 
cleanness  and  to  iniquity  unto  iniquity ;  even  so  now  yield  your 
members  servants  to  righteousness,  unto  holiness.  For  when  ye  were 
the  servants  of  sin,  ye  were  free  from  righteousness.  What  fruit  had 
ye  then  in  those  things  whereof  ye  are  now  ashamed  ?  for  the  end  of 
those  things  is  death.  But  now  being  made  free  from  sin,  and 
become  servants  to  GOD,  ye  have  your  fruit  unto  holiness,  and  the 
end  everlasting  life.  For  the  wages  of  sin  is  deatli :  but  the  gift  of 
GOD  is  eternal  life,  through  JKSUS  CHRIST  our  LOUD.

THE   TRANSFIGURATION 

ST.   LUKE  ix.  28-43 

AND  it  came  to  pass  about  an  eight  days  after  these  sayings,  He 
_  took  Peter  and  John  and  James,  and  went  up  into  a  mountain 
to  pray.  And  as  He  prayed,  the  fashion  of  His  countenance  was 
altered,  and  his  raiment  was  white  and  glistering.  And,  behold, 
there  talked  with  Him  two  men,  which  were  Moses  and  Elias :  who 
appeared  in  glory,  and  spake  of  His  decease  which  He  should  accom 
plish  at  Jerusalem.

And  when  the  voice  was  past,  JESUS  was  found  alone.  And  thev 
kept  it  close,  and  told  no  man  in  those  days  any  of  those  things 
which  they  had  seen. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  next  day,  when  they  were  come 
down  from  the  hill,  much  people  met  Him.     And,  behold,  a  man  of 
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the  company  cried  out,  saying,  Master,  I  beseech  Thee,  look  upon 
my  son  :  for  he  is  mine  only  child.  And,  lo,  a  spirit  taketh  him,  and 
he  suddenly  crieth  out ;  and  it  teareth  him  that  he  foameth  again, 
and  bruising  him  hardly  departeth  from  him.  And  I  besought  Thy 
disciples  to  cast  him  out ;  and  they  could  not.  And  JESUS  answering 
said,  O  faithless  and  perverse  generation,  how  long  shall  I  be  with 
you,  and  suffer  you?  Bring  thy  son  hither.  And  as  he  was  yet 
a  coming,  the  devil  threw  him  down,  and  tare  him.  And  JESUS 
rebuked  the  unclean  spirit,  and  healed  the  child,  and  delivered  him 
again  to  his  father. 

And  they  were  all  amazed  at  the  mighty  power  of  GOD.

For  we  have  not  followed 
cunningly  devised  fables,  when  we  made  known  unto  you  the  power 
and  coming  of  our  LORD  JESUS  CHRIST,  but  were  eyewitnesses  of  His 
majesty.  For  He  received  from  GOD  the  FATHER  honour  and  glory, 
when  there  came  such  a  voice  to  Him  from  the  excellent  glory,  This  is 
My  beloved  Son,  in  Whom  I  am  well  pleased.  And  this  voice  which 
came  from  heaven  we  heard,  when  we  were  with  Him  in  the  holy 
mount.  We  have  also  a  more  sure  word  of  prophecy  ;  whereunto  ye 
do  well  that  ye  take  heed,  as  unto  a  light  that  shineth  in  a  dark 
place,  until  the  day  dawn,  and  the  day  star  arise  in  your  hearts  : 
knowing  this  first,  that  no  prophecy  of  the  scripture  is  of  any 
private  interpretation.  For  the  prophecy  came  not  in  old  time  by 
the  will  of  man :  but  holy  men  of  GOD  spake  as  they  were  moved  by 
the  HOLY  GHOST.

LIVING    WATER 
ST.  JOHN  vn.  2,  11-17,  37-40 

the  Jews'  feast  of  tabernacles  was  at  hand. 

Then  the  Jews  sought  Him  at  the  feast,  and  said,  Where  is  He? 
And  there  was  much  murmuring  among  the  people  concerning  Him :  for 
some  said,  He  is  a  good  man  :  others  said,  Nay  ;  but  He  deceiveth 
the  people.  Howbeit  no  man  spake  openly  of  Him  for  fear  of  the 
Jews. 

Now  about  the  midst  of  the  feast  JESUS  went  up  into  the  temple, 
and  taught.  And  the  Jews  marvelled,  saying,  How  knoweth  this 
man  letters,  having  never  learned  ?  JESUS  answered  them,  and  said, 
My  doctrine  is  not  Mine,  but  His  that  sent  Me.  If  any  man  will  do 
His  will,  he  shall  know  of  the  doctrine,  whether  it  be  of  GOD,  or 
whether  I  speak  of  Myself. 

In  the  last  day,  that  great  day  of  the  feast,  JESUS  stood  and  cried, 
saying,  If  any  man  thirst,  let  him  come  unto  Me,  and  drink.  He 
that  believeth  on  Me,  as  the  scripture  hath  said,  out  of  his  belly 
shall  flow  rivers  of  living  water.  (But  this  spake  He  of  the  SPIRIT, 
which  they  that  believe  on  Him  should  receive :  for  the  HOLY  GHOST 
was  not  yet  given;  because  that  JESUS  was  not  yet  glorified.) 

Many  of  the  people  therefore,  when  they  heard  this  saying,  said, 
Of  a  truth  this  is  the  Prophet.  Others  said,  This  is  the  CHRIST. 
But  some  said,  Shall  CHRIST  come  out  of  Galilee  ?  Hath  not  the  scrip 
ture  said,  That  CHRIST  cometh  of  the  seed  of  David,  and  out  of  the 
town  of  Bethlehem,  where  David  was  ?  So  there  was  a  division 
among  the  people  because  of  Him.  And  some  of  them  would  have 
taken  Him  ;  but  no  man  laid  hands  on  Him. 

Then  came  the  officers  to  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees;  and  they 
said  unto  them,  Why  have  ye  not  brought  Him  ?  The  officers 
answered,  Never  man  spake  like  this  Man.

THE    MISSION    OF   THE   SEVENTY 

ST.   LUKE  x.   1,  2,   17  ;    ST.   MATTHEW  xvm.   1-0,   10-14 

AFTER  these  things  the  LORD  appointed  other  seventy  also,  and 
sent  them  two  and  two  before  His  face  into  every  city  and 
place,  ^whither  He  Himself  would  come.  Therefore  said  He  unto 
them,  The  harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the  labourers  are  few  :  pray  ye 
therefore  the  LORD  of  the  harvest,  that  He  would  send  forth 
labourers  into  His  harvest. 

And  the  seventy  returned  again  with  joy,  saying,  LORD,  even  the 
devils  are  subject  unto  us  through  Thy  name.

AND  of  the  angels  He  saith,  Who  maketh  His  angels  spirits,  and 
His  ministers  a  flame  of  fire.    .    .    .    Are  they  not  all  minister 
ing  spirits,  sent  forth  to  minister  for  them  who  shall   be  heirs  of 
salvation  ? 

Therefore  we  ought  to  give  the  more  earnest  heed  to  the  things 
which  we  have  heard,  lest  at  any  time  we  should  let  them  slip.  For 
if  the  word  spoken  by  angels  was  stedfast,  and  every  transgression 
and  disobedience  received  a  just  recompence  of  reward ;  how  shall 
we  escape,  if  we  neglect  so  great  salvation ;  which  at  the  first  began 
to  be  spoken  by  the  LORD,  and  was  confirmed  unto  us  by  them  that 
heard  Him;  GOD  also  bearing  them  witness,  both  with  signs  and 
wonders,  and  with  divers  miracles,  and  gifts  of  the  HOLY  GHOST, 
according  to  His  own  will  ?  For  unto  the  angels  hath  He  not  put 
in  subjection  the  world  to  come,  whereof  we  speak.  But  one  in  a 
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certain  place  testified,  saying,  What  is  man,  that  Thou  are  mindful 
of  him  ?  or  the  son  of  man,  that  Thou  visitest  him  ?  Thou  madest 
him  a  little  lower  than  the  angels  ;  Thou  crownedst  him  with  glory 
and  honour,  and  didst  set  him  over  the  works  of  Thy  hands  :

fTIHEN  came  Peter,  and  said,  LORD,  how  oft  shall  my  brother  sin 
JL    against  me,  and  I  forgive  him  ?  till  seven  times  ?     JKSUS  saith 
unto  him,  I  say  not  unto  thee,  Until  seven  times  :  but,  Until  seventy 
times  seven.

All  that 
ever  came  before  me  are  thieves  and  robbers  :  but  the  sheep  did  not 
hear  them.  I  am  the  Door  :  by  Me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he  shall  be 
saved,  and  shall  go  in  and  out,  and  find  pasture.  The  thief  cometh 
not,  but  for  to  steal,  and  to  kill,  and  to  destroy  :  I  am  come  that 
they  might  have  life,  and  that  they  might  have  it  more  abundantly. 
I  am  the  Good  Shepherd :  the  Good  Shepherd  giveth  His  life  for 
the  sheep.  But  he  that  is  an  hireling,  and  not  the  shepherd,  whose 
own  the  sheep  are  not,  seeth  the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the  sheep, 
and  fleeth :  and  the  wolf  catcheth  them,  and  scattereth  the  sheep.

ST.  LUKE  xin.  1-17 

rilHERE  were  present  at  that  season  some  that  told  Him  of  the 
_L  Galilaeans,  whose  blood  Pilate  had  mingled  with  their  sacrifices. 
And  JESUS  answering  said  unto  them,  Suppose  ye  that  these  Galilaeans 
were  sinners  above  all  the  Galilaeans,  because  they  suffered  such 
things  ?  I  tell  you,  Nay  :  but,  except  ye  repent,  ye  shall  all  likewise 
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perish.  Or  those  eighteen,  upon  whom  the  tower  in  Siloam  fell,  and 
slew  them,  think  ye  that  they  were  sinners  above  all  men  that  dwell 
in  Jerusalem  ?

He  spake  also  this  parable  ;  A  certain  man  had  a  fig  tree  planted 
in  his  vineyard ;  and  he  came  and  sought  fruit  thereon,  and  found 
none.  Then  said  he  unto  the  dresser  of  his  vineyard,  Behold,  these 
three  years  I  come  seeking  fruit  on  this  fig  tree,  and  find  none:  cut 
it  down ;  why  cumbereth  it  the  ground  ?  And  he  answering  said 
unto  him,  Lord,  let  it  alone  this  year  also,  till  I  shall  dig  about  it, 
and  dung  it :  and  if  it  bear  fruit,  well :  and  if  not,  then  after  that 
thou  shalt  cut  it  down.  And  He  was  teaching  in  one  of  the  syna 
gogues  on  the  sabbath. 

And,  behold,  there  was  a  woman  which  had  a  spirit  of  infirmity 
eighteen  years,  and  was  bowed  together,  and  could  in  no  wise  lift  up 
herself.  And  when  JESUS  saw  her,  He  called  her  to  Him,  and  said 
unto  her,  Woman,  thou  art  loosed  from  thine  infirmity.  And  He 
laid  His  hands  on  her  :  and  immediately  she  was  made  straight,  and 
glorified  GOD.  And  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue  answered  with 
indignation,  because  that  JESUS  had  healed  on  the  sabbath  day,  and 
said  unto  the  people,  There  are  six  days  in  which  men  ought  to  work : 
in  them  therefore  come  and  be  healed,  and  not  on  the  sabbath  day. 
The  LORD  then  answered  him,  and  said,  Thou  hypocrite,  doth  not 
each  one  of  you  on  the  sabbath  loose  his  ox  or  his  ass  from  the  stall, 
and  lead  him  away  to  watering  ?  And  ought  not  this  woman,  being 
a  daughter  of  Abraham,  whom  Satan  hath  bound,  lo,  these  eighteen 
years,  be  loosed  from  this  bond  on  the  sabbath  day  ?  And  when  He 
had  said  these  things,  all  His  adversaries  were  ashamed  :  and  all  the 
people  rejoiced  for  all  the  glorious  things  that  were  done  by  Him.

Then  shall  thy  light  break  forth  as  the  morning,  and  thine  health 
shall  spring  forth  speedily  :  and  thy  righteousness  shall  go  before 
thee  :  the  glory  of  the  LORD  shall  be  thy  rereward.

ROMANS  v.  1-12,  18-21 

rriHEREFORE  being  justified  by  faith,  we  have  peace  with  GOD 

through  our  LORD  JESUS  CHRIST  :  by  Whom  also  we  have  access 

by  faith  into  this  grace  wherein  we  stand,  and  rejoice  in  hope  of  the 

f lory  of  GOD.

Wherefore,  as  by  one  man  sin  entered  into  the  world,  and  death  by 
sin  ;  and  so  death  passed  upon  all  men,  for  that  all  have  sinned. 
Therefore  as  by  the  offence  of  one  judgment  came  upon  all  men  to 
condemnation  ;  even  so   by  the  righteousness  of  One  the  free  gift 
came  upon  all  men  unto  justification  of  life.     For  as  by  one  man's 
disobedience  many  were  made  sinners,  so  by  the  obedience  of  One 
shall  manv  be  made  righteous.     Moreover  the  law  entered,  that  the 
offence  might  abound.     But  where  sin   abounded,  grace  did  much 
more  abound  :  that  as  sin  hath  reigned  unto  death,  even  so  might 
grace  reign  through  righteousness  unto  eternal  life  by  JESUS  CHRIST 
our  LORD.

And 
when  he  came  to  himself,  he  said,  How  many  hired  servants  of  my 
father's  have  bread  enough  and  to  spare,  and  I  perish  with  hunger  ! 
I  will  arise  and  go  to  my  father,  and  will  say  unto  him,  Father,  I 
have  sinned  against  heaven,  and  before  thee,  and  am  no  more  worthy 
to  be  called  thy  son :  make  me  as  one  of  thy  hired  servants.  And 
he  arose,  and  came  to  his  father.  But  when  he  was  yet  a  great  way 
off',  his  father  saw  him,  and  had  compassion,  and  ran,  and  fell  on  his 
neck,  and  kissed  him.  And  the  son  said  unto  him,  Father,  I  have 
sinned  against  heaven,  and  in  thy  sight,  and  am  no  more  worthy  to 
be  called  thy  son.  But  the  father  said  to  his  servants,  Bring  forth 
the  best  robe,  and  put  it  on  him  ;  and  put  a  ring  on  his  hand,  and 
shoes  on  his  feet :  and  bring  hither  the  fatted  calf,  and  kill  it ;  and 
let  us  eat,  and  be  merry :  for  this  my  son  was  dead,  and  is  alive 
again  ;  he  was  lost,  and  is  found.  And  they  began  to  be  merry. 
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Now  his  elder  son  was  in  the  field  :  and  as  he  came  and  drew 
nigh  to  the  house,  he  hoard  musick  and  dancing.  And  he  called  one 
of  the  servants,  and  asked  what  these  things  meant.  And  he  said 
unto  him,  Thy  brother  is  come;  and  thy  father  hath  killed  the 
fatted  calf,  because  he  hath  received  him  safe  and  sound.  And  he 
was  angry,  and  would  not  go  in  :  therefore  came  his  father  out,  and 
in  treated  him.  And  he  answering  said  to  his  father,  Lo,  these  many

ST.   LUKK  xvi.   19-31

Then  he  said,  I  pray  thee  therefore,  father,  that 
thou  wouldest  send  him  to  my  father's  house :  for  I  have  five 
brethren  ;  that  he  may  testify  unto  them,  lest  they  also  come  into 
this  place  of  torment.  Abraham  saith  unto  him,  They  have  Moses 
and  the  prophets ;  let  them  hear  them.  And  he  said,  Nay,  father 
Abraham  :  but  if  one  went  unto  them  from  the  dead,  they  will 
repent.

JKSI;S  answered,  Are  there  not  twelve  hours  in  the  day  ?  If  any  man 
walk  in  the  day,  he  stumbleth  not,  because  he  seeth  the  light  of  this 
world.  But  if  a  nmn  walk  in  the  night,  he  stnmbleth,  because  there 
is  no  light  iu  him.  These  things  said  He  :  and  after  that  He  saith 
unto  them,  Our  friend  La/arus  sleepeth  ;  but  I  go,  that  I  may  awake 
him  out  of  sleep.  Then  said  His  disciples,  LOUD,  if  he  sleep,  he  shall 
do  well.  Howbeit  JKSIIS  spake  of  his  death  :  but  they  thought  that 
He  had  spoken  of  taking  of  rest  in  sleep.  Then  said  JESUS  unto  them 
plainly,  Lazarus  is  dead.  And  I  am  glad  for  your  sakes  that  I  was 
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not  there,  to  the  intent  ye  may  believe  ;  nevertheless  let  us  go  unto 
him.  Then  said  Thomas,  which  is  called  Didymus,  unto  his  fellow- 
disciples,  Let  us  also  go,  that  we  may  die  with  Him.  Then  when 
JESUS  came,  He  found  that  he  had  lain  in  the  grave  four  days  already.

"^VTOW  Bethany  was  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  about  fifteen  furlongs 
_1_M  off:  and  many  of  the  Jews  came  to  Martha  and  Mary,  to 
comfort  them  concerning  their  brother.  Then  Martha,  as  soon  as 
she  heard  that  JESUS  was  coming,  went  and  met  Him  :  but  Mary  sat 
still  in  the  house.

WHEN  Mary  was  come  where  JESUS  was,  and  saw  Him,  she  fell 
down  at  His  feet,  saying  unto  Him,  LOUD,  if  Thou  hadst  been 
here,  my  brother  had  not  died.  When  JESUS  therefore  saw  her 
weeping,  and  the  Jews  also  weeping  which  came  with  her,  He  groaned 
in  the  spirit,  and  \vas  troubled,  and  said,  When;  have  ye  laid  him  ?

JESUS  saith  unto  her, 
Said  I  not  unto  thee,  that,  if  thou  wouldest  believe,  thou  shouldest 
see  the  glory  of  GOD  ?  Then  they  took  away  the  stone  from  the 
place  where  the  dead  was  laid.  And  JESUS  lifted  up  His  eyes,  and 
said,  FATHER,  I  thank  Thee  that  Thou  hast  heard  Me.  And  I  knew 
that  Thou  nearest  Me  always :  but  because  of  the  people  which 
stand  by  I  said  it,  that  they  may  believe  that  Thou  hast  sent  Me. 
And  when  He  thus  had  spoken,  He  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  Lazarus, 
come  forth.

ST.  LUKE  xvn.  11-21 

ND  it  came  to  pass,  as  He  went  to  Jerusalem,  that  He  passed 
through  the  midst  of  Samaria  and  Galilee.  And  as  He  entered 
into  a  certain  village,  there  met  Him  ten  men  that  were  lepers, 
which  stood  afar  off':  and  they  lifted  up  their  voices,  and  said,  JESUS, 
Master,  have  mercy  on  us.  And  when  He  saw  them,  He  said  unto 
them,  Go  shew  yourselves  unto  the  priests.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
that,  as  they  went,  they  were  cleansed.  And  one  of  them,  when  he 
saw  that  he  was  healed,  turned  back,  and  with  a  loud  voice  glorified 
GOD,  and  fell  down  on  his  face  at  His  feet,  giving  Him  thanks  :

There  are  not  found  that 
returned  to  give  glory  to  GOD,  save  this  stranger.  And  He  said 
unto  him,  Arise,  go  thy  way  :  thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole.

LEVITICUS  xiv.   1-13,  19,  20 

AND  the  LORD  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  This  shall  be  the  law  of 
the  leper  in  the  day  of  his  cleansing  :   He  shall  be  brought 
unto  the  priest  :  and  the  priest  shall  go  forth  out  of  the  camp  ;  and 
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the  priest  shall  look,  and,  behold,  if  the  plague  of  leprosy  be  healed 
in  the  leper ;  then  shall  the  priest  command  to  take  for  him  that  is 
to  be  cleansed  two  birds  alive  and  clean,  and  cedar  wood,  and  scarlet, 
and  hyssop  :  and  the  priest  shall  command  that  one  of  the  birds  be 
killed  in  an  earthen  vessel  over  running  water:  as  for  the  living  bird, 
he  shall  take  it,  and  the  cedar  wood,  and  the  scarlet,  and  the  hyssop, 
and  shall  dip  them  and  the  living  bird  in  the  blood  of  the  bird  that 
was  killed  over  the  running  water :  and  he  shall  sprinkle  upon  him 
that  is  to  be  cleansed  from  the  leprosy  seven  times,  and  shall  pro 
nounce  him  clean,  and  shall  let  the  living  bird  loose  into  the  open 
field.  And  he  that  is  to  be  cleansed  shall  wash  his  clothes,  and 
shave  off  all  his  hair,  and  wash  himself  in  water,  that  he  may  be 
clean  :  and  after  that  he  shall  come  into  the  ramp,  and  shall  tarry 
abroad  out  of  his  tent  seven  days.  But  it  shall  be  on  the  seventh 
day,  that  he  shall  shave  all  his  hair  off  his  head  and  his  beard  and 
his  eyebrows,  even  all  his  hair  he  shall  shave  off:  and  he  shall  wash 
his  clothes,  also  he  shall  wash  his  flesh  in  water,  and  he  shall  be  clean. 
And  on  the  eighth  day  he  shall  take  two  he  lambs  without  blemish, 
and  one  ewe  lamb  of  the  first  year  without  blemish,  and  three  tenth 
deals  of  fine  flour  for  a  meat  offering,  mingled  with  oil,  and  one  log 
of  oil.  And  the  priest  that  maketli  him  clean  shall  present  the  man 
that  is  to  be  made  clean,  and  those  things,  before  the  LOR]),  at  the 
door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation  :  and  the  priest  shall  take 
one  he  lamb,  and  offer  him  for  a  trespass  offering,  and  the  log  of  oil, 
and  wave  them  for  a  wave  offering  before  the  LORD  :  and  he  shall 
slay  the  lamb  in  the  place  where  he  shall  kill  the  sin  offering  and  the 
burnt  offering,  in  the  holy  place:  for  as  the  sin  offering  is  the  priest's, 
so  is  the  trespass  offering:  it  is  most  holy.  .  .  .  And  the  priest  shall 
offer  the  sin  offering,  and  make  an  atonement  for  him  that  is  to  be 
cleansed  from  his  uncleanness ;  and  afterward  he  shall  kill  the  burnt 
offering :  and  the  priest  shall  offer  the  burnt  offering  and  the  meat 
offering  upon  the  altar :  and  the  priest  shall  make  an  atonement  for 
him,  and  he  shall  be  clean.

For  "such  an  High  Priest  became  us, 
Who  is  holy,  harmless,  undefiled,  separate  from  sinners,  and  made 
higher  than  the  heavens;  Who  needel.h  not  daily,  as  those  high  priests, 
to  offer  up  sacrifice-,  first  for  his  own  sins,  and  "then  for  the  people's: 
for  this  He  did  once,  when  He  offered  up  Himself.  For  the  law 
maketh  men  high  priests  which  have  infirmity;  but  the  word  of  the 
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oath,  which  was  since  the  law,  maketh  the  SON,  Who  is  consecrated 
for  evermore. 

Now  of  the  things  which  we  have  spoken  this  is  the  sum  :  We  have 
such  an  High  Priest,  Who  is  set  on  the  right  hand  of  the  throne  of 
the  Majesty  in  the  heavens ;  a  minister  of  the  sanctuary,  and  of 
the  true  tabernacle,  which  the  LORD  pitched,  and  not  man.  For 
every  high  priest  is  ordained  to  offer  gifts  and  sacrifices :  wherefore  it 
is  of  necessity  that  this  Man  have  somewhat  also  to  offer.  For  if 
He  were  on  earth,  He  should  not  be  a  priest,  seeing  that  there  are 
priests  that  offer  gifts  according  to  the  law :  who  serve  unto  the 
example  and  shadow  of  heavenly  things,  as  Moses  was  admonished  of 
GOD  when  he  was  about  to  make  the  tabernacle  :  for,  See,  saith  He, 
that  thou  make  all  things  according  to  the  pattern  shewed  to  thee 
in  the  mount.  But  now  hath  He  obtained  a  more  excellent  ministry, 
by  how  much  also  He  is  the  mediator  of  a  better  covenant,  which 
was  established  upon  better  promises.

THE  PARABLE  OF  THE  PHARISEE  AND  THE  PUBLICAN 
ST.  LUKK  xvin.  9-27 

A  ND  JESUS  spake  this  parable  unto  certain  which  trusted  in  them- 
JT1L  selves  that  they  were  righteous,  and  despised  others  :  Two  men 
went  up  into  the  temple  to  pray ;  the  one  a  Pharisee,  and  the  other  a 
Publican.     The  Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus  with  himself,  GOD,  I 
thank  Thee,  that  I  am  not  as  other  men  are,  extortioners,  unjust, 
adulterers,  or  even  as  this  Publican  :    I  fast  twice  in  the  week,  I 'give 
tithes  of  all  that  I  possess.     And  the  Publican,  standing  afar  off, 
would  not  lift  up  so  much  as  his  eyes  unto  heaven,  but  smote  upon 
his  breast,  saying,  GOD  be  merciful  to  me  a  sinner.     I  tell  you,  this 
man  went  down  to  his  house  justified  rather  than  the  other:  for  every 
one  that  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased  ;  and  he  that  humbleth 
himself  shall  be  exalted.     And  they  brought  unto  Him  also  infants, 
that  He  would  touch   them  ;   but  "when  His  disciples  saw  it,  they 
rebuked  them.     But  JESUS  called  them  unto  Him,  and  said,  Suffer 
little  children  to  come  unto  Me,  and  forbid  them  not :  for  of  such  is 
the  kingdom  of  GOD.     Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not 
receive  the  kingdom  of  GOD  as  a  little  child  shall  in  nowise  enter 
therein.     And  a  certain  Ruler  asked  Him,  saying,  Good  Master,  what 
shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life  ?     And  JESUS  said  unto  him,  Why 
callest  thou  Me  good  ?  none  is  good,  save  one,  that  is,  GOD.     Thou 
knowest  the  commandments.  Do  not  commit  adultery,  Do  not  kill, 
Do  not  steal,  Do  not  bear  false  witness,  Honour  thy  father  and  thy 
mother.     And  he  said,  All  these  have  I  kept  from  my  youth  up. 
Now  when  JESUS  heard  these  things,  He  said  unto  him,  Yet  lackest 
thou  one  thing  :  sell  all  that  thou  hast,  and  distribute  unto  the  poor, 
and  thou  shalt  have  treasure  in  heaven  :  and  come,  follow  me.     And 
when  he  heard  this,  he  was  very  sorrowful  :  for  he  was  very  rich. 
And  when  JESUS  saw  that  he  was  very  sorrowful,  He  said,  How  hardly 
shall  they  that  have  riches  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  GOD!    For  it  is 
easier  for  a  camel  to  go  through  a  needle's  eye,  than  for  a  rich  man  to 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  GOD.     And  they  that  heard  it  said,  Who 
then  can  be  saved  ?     And  He  said,  The  things  which  are  impossible 
with  men  are  possible  with  GOD.

ST.    LUKK  xviii.   J31— W  ;  xix.   1-10 

THEN  JESUS  took  unto  Him  the  twelve,  and  said  unto  them, 
Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  all  things  that  are  written 
by  the  prophets  concerning  the  SON  of  man  shall  be  accomplished.

rriHOUGH  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and  of  angels,  and 
A  have  not  charity,  I  am  become  as  sounding  brass,  or  a  tinkling 
cymbal.

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Charity  never  faileth  :  but  whether  there  l)e  prophecies,  they  shall 
fail  ;  whether  there  be  tongues,  they  shall  cease  ;  whether  there  be 
knowledge,  it  shall  vanish  away.  For  we  know  in  part,  and  we 
prophesy  in  part.  But  when  that  which  is  perfect  is  come,  then  that 
which  is  in  part  shall  be  done  away.  When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as 
a  child,  I  understood  as  a  child,  I  thought  as  a  child  :  but  when  I 
became  a  man,  I  put  away  childish  things.  For  now  we  see  through 
a  glass,  darkly  ;  but  then  face  to  face  :  now  I  know  in  part  ;  but  then 
shall  I  know  even  as  also  I  am  known.  And  now  abideth  faith,  hope, 
charity,  these  three  ;  but  the  greatest  of  these  is  charity.

HOSANNA   TO   THE   SON    OF   DAVID 

(THE  SECOND  ALAIJASTER  BOX) 
ST.  JOHN  xii.  1-0  (ST.  MARK  xiv.  6-9) ;  9-19 

THEN  JESUS  six  days  before  the  passover  came  to  Bethany,  where 
Lazarus  was  which  had  been  dead,  whom  He  raised  from  the 
dead.  There  they  made  Him  a  supper ;  and  Martha  served  :  but 
Lazarus  was  one  of  them  that  sat  at  the  table  with  Him.  Then 
took  Mary  a  pound  of  ointment  of  spikenard,  very  costly,  and 
anointed  the  feet  of  JESUS,  and  wiped  His  feet  with  her  hair :  and 
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the  house  was  filled  with  the  odour  of  the  ointment.  Then  saith  one 
of  His  disciples,  Judas  Iscariot,  Simon's  son,  which  should  betray 
Him,  Why  was  not  this  ointment  sold  for  three  hundred  pence,  and 
given  to  the  poor?  This  he  said,  not  that  he  cared  for  the  poor;  but 
because  he  was  a  thief,  and  had  the  bag,  and  bare  what  was  put 
therein. 

(And  JESUS  said,  Let  her  alone ;  why  trouble  ye  her  ?  she  hath 
wrought  a  good  work  on  Me.  For  ye  have  the  poor  with  you 
always,  and  whensoever  ye  will  ye  may  do  them  good :  but  Me  ye 
have  not  always.  She  hath  done  what  she  could  :  she  is  come  afore- 
hand  to  anoint  my  body  to  the  burying.  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall  be  preached  throughout  the  whole 
world,  this  also  that  she  hath  done  shall  be  spoken  of  for  a 
memorial  of  her.) 

Much  people  of  the  Jews  therefore  knew  that  He  was  there  :  and 
they  came  not  for  JESUS'  sake  only,  but  that  they  might  see  Lazarus 
also,  whom  He  had  raised  from  the  dead. 

But  the  chief  priests  consulted  that  they  might  put  Lazarus  also 
to  death ;  because  that  by  reason  of  him  many  of  the  Jews  went 
away,  and  believed  on  JESUS. 

On  the  next  day  much  people  that  were  come  to  the  feast,  when 
they  heard  that  JESUS  was  coming  to  Jerusalem,  took  branches  of  palm 
trees,  and  went  forth  to  meet  Him,  and  cried,  Hosanna  :  Blessed 
is  the  King  of  Israel  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  LOUD.  And 
JESUS,  when  He  had  found  a  young  ass,  sat  thereon :  as  it  is  written, 
Fear  not,  daughter  of  Sion  :  behold,  thy  KING  cometh,  sitting  on  an 
ass's  colt.  These  things  understood  not  His  disciples  at  the  first : 
but  when  JESUS  was  glorified,  then  remembered  they  that  these  things 
were  written  of  Him,  and  that  they  had  done  these  things  unto 
Him.  The  people  therefore  that  was  with  Him  when  He  called 
Lazarus  out  of  his  grave,  and  raised  him  from  the  dead,  bare  record. 
For  this  cause  the  people  also  met  Him,  for  that  they  heard  that  He 
had  done  this  miracle.  The  Pharisees  therefore  said  among  them 
selves,  Perceive  ye  how  ye  prevail  nothing?  behold,  the  world  is  gone 
after  Him.

which  the  craft  and  subtilty  of  the  devil  or  man  worketh  against  us,  be 
brought  to  nought;  and  by  the  providence  of  Thy  goodness  they  may  be 
dispersed  ;  that  we  Thy  servants,  being  hurt  by  no  persecutions,  may 
evermore  give  thanks  unto  Thee;  through  JKSUS  CHRIST  our  LORD.

"HE  TAUGHT  DAILY  IN  THE  TEMPLE" 
ST.  LUKE  xix.  45-48  ;  ST.  MATTHEW  xxn.  1-14 

JESUS  went  into  the  temple,  and  began  to  cast  out  them 
that  sold  therein,  and  them  that  bought  ;  saying  unto  them, 
It  is  written,  My  house  is  the  house  of  prayer  :  but  ye  have  made  it  a 
den  of  thieves.  And  He  taught  daily  in  the  temple.  But  the  chief 
priests  and  the  scribes  and  the  chief  of  the  people  sought  to  destroy 
Him,  and  could  not  find  what  they  might  do  :  for  all  the  people 
were  very  attentive  to  hear  Him.

my  oxen  and  my  fallings  are  killed,  and  all  things  are  ready : 
come  unto  the  marriage.  But  they  made  light  of  it,  and  went 
their  ways,  one  to  his  farm,  another  to  his  merchandise  :  and  the 
remnant  took  his  servants,  and  entreated  them  spitefully,  and 
slew  them.  But  when  the  king  heard  thereof,  he  was  wroth  : 
and  he  sent  forth  his  armies,  and  destroyed  those  murderers,  and 
burned  up  their  city.  Then  saiih  he  to  his  servants,  The  wedding 
is  ready,  but  they  which  were  bidden  were  not  worthy.  Go  ye 
therefore  into  the  highways,  and  as  many  as  ye  shall  find,  bid  to  the 
marriage.  So  those  servants  went  out  into  the  highways,  and 
gathered  together  all  as  many  as  they  found,  both  bad  and  good : 
and  the  wedding  was  furnished  with  guests. 

And  when  the  king  came  in  to  see  the  guests,  he  saw  there  a  man 
which  had  not  on  a  wedding  garment  :  and  he  saith  unto  him, 
Friend,  how  earnest  thou  in  hither  not  having  a  wedding  garment  ? 
And  he  was  speechless.  Then  said  the  king  to  the  servants,  Bind 
him  hand  and  foot,  and  take  him  away,  and  cast  him  into  outer 
darkness  ;  there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  For  many 
are  called,  but  few  are  chosen.

T71OR  we  must  all  appear  before  the  judgment  seat  of  CHRIST  ; 
JU  that  every  one  may  receive  the  things  done  in  his  body,  accord 
ing  to  that  he  hath  done,  whether  it  be  good  or  bad.  Knowing 
therefore  the  terror  of  the  LORD,  we  persuade  men  ;  but  we  are  made

consciences.  For  we  commend  not  ourselves  again  unto  you,  but 
give  you  occasion  to  glory  on  our  behalf,  that  ye  may  have  somewhat 
to  answer  them  which  glory  in  appearance,  and  not  in  heart.

again.  Wherefore  henceforth  know  we  no  man  after  the  flesh  :  yea, 
though  we  have  known  CHRIST  after  the  flesh,  yet  now  henceforth 
know  we  Him  no  more.  Therefore  if  any  man  be  in  CHRIST,  he  is  a 
new  creature  :  old  things  are  passed  away  ;  behold,  all  things  are 
become  new.  And  all  things  are  of  GOD,  Who  hath  reconciled  us  to 
Himself  by  JESUS  CHRIST,  and  hath  given  to  us  the  ministry  of 
reconciliation  ;  to  wit,  that  GOD  was  in  CHRIST,  reconciling  the  world 
unto  Himself,  not  imputing  their  trespasses  unto  them  ;  and  hath 
committed  unto  us  the  word  of  reconciliation.  Now  then  we  are 
ambassadors  for  CHRIST,  as  though  GOD  did  beseech  you  by  us  :  we 
pray  you  in  CHRIST'S  stead,  be  ye  reconciled  to  GOD.  For  He  hath 
made  Him  to  be  sin  for  us,  Who  knew  no  sin  ;  that  we  might  be 
made  the  righteousness  of  GOD  in  Him.

JESUS  SAT  OVER  AGAINST  THE  TREASURY" 

ST.  MARK  xn.  13-17,  24,  26-34,  41-44 
ND   they  send   unto  Him  certain  of   the  Pharisees  and  of  the 


Herodians,  to  catch  Him  in  His  words.  And  when  they  were 
come,  they  say  unto  Him,  Master,  we  know  that  Thou  art  true,  and 
carest  for  no  man  :  for  Thou  regardest  not  the  person  of  men,  but 
teachest  the  way  of  GOD  in  truth  :  Is  it  lawful  to  give  tribute  to  Caesar, 
or  not  ?  Shall  we  give,  or  shall  we  not  give  ?  But  He,  knowing  their 
hypocrisy,  said  unto  them,  Why  tempt  ye  Me  ?  bring  Me  a  penny, 
that  I  may  see  it.  And  they  brought  it.  And  He  saith  unto  them, 
Whose  is  this  image  and  superscription  ?  And  they  said  unto  Him, 
Caesar's.  And  JESUS  answering  said  unto  them,  Render  to  Caesar  the 
things  that  are  Caesar's,  and  to  GOD  the  things  that  are  GOD'S.  And 
they  marvelled  at  Him. 

And  JESUS  answering  said  unto  them,  Do  ye  not  therefore  err, 
because  ye  know  not  the  scriptures,  neither  the  power  of  GOD  ? 

And  as  touching  the  dead,  that  they  rise  :  have  ye  not  read  in  the 
book  of  Moses,  how  in  the  bush  GOD  spake  unto  him,  saying,  I  am 
the  GOD  of  Abraham,  and  the  GOD  of  Isaac,  and  the  GOD  of  Jacob  ? 
He  is  not  the  GOD  of  the  dead,  but  the  GOD  of  the  living  :  ye  therefore 
do  greatly  err. 

And  one  of  the  Scribes  came,  and  having  heard  them  reasoning 
together,  and  perceiving  that  He  had  answered  them  well,  asked 
Him,  Which  is  the  first  commandment  of  all  ?  And  JESUS  answered 
him,  The  first  of  all  the  commandments  is,  Hear,  O  Israel;  The 
LORD  our  GOD  is  one  LORD  :  and  thou  shalt  love  the  LORD  thy  GOD 
with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind,  and 
with  all  thy  strength  :  this  is  the  first  commandment.  And  the 
second  is  like,  namely  this,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 
There  is  none  other  commandment  greater  than  these.  And  the 
Scribe  said  unto  Him,  Well,  Master,  Thou  hast  said  the  truth  :  for 
there  is  one  GOD  :  and  there  is  none  other  but  He  :  and  to  love  Him 
with  all  the  heart,  and  with  all  the  understanding,  and  with  all  the 
soul,  and  with  all  the  strength,  and  to  love  his  neighbour  as  himself, 
is  more  than  all  whole  burnt  offerings  and  sacrifices.  And  when  JESUS 
saw  that  he  answered  discreetly,  He  said  unto  him,  Thou  art  not  far 
from  the  kingdom  of  GOD.  And  no  man  after  that  durst  ask  Him 
any  question. 

And  JESUS  sat  over  against  the  treasury,  and  beheld  how  the  people 
cast  money  into  the  trea*ury  :  and  many  that  were  rich  cast  in  much. 
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And  there  came  a  certain  poor  widow,  and  she  threw  in  two  mites, 
which  make  a  farthing.  And  He  called  unto  Him  His  disciples,  and 
saith  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  this  poor  widow  hath 
cast  more  in,  than  all  they  which  have  cast  into  the  treasury :  for  all 
they  did  cast  in  of  their  abundance ;  but  she  of  her  want  did  cast  in 
all  that  she  had,  even  all  her  living.

And  the 
foolish  said  unto  the  wise,  Give  us  of  your  oil  ;  for  our  lamps  are 
gone  out.  But  the  wise  answered,  saying,  Not  so  ;  lest  there  be  not 
enough  for  us  and  you  :  but  go  ye  rather  to  them  that  sell,  and  buy 
for  yourselves.  And  while  they  went  to  buy  the  bridegroom  came  ; 
and  they  that  were  ready  went  in  with  him  to  the  marriage  :  and  the 
door  was  shut.  Afterward  came  also  the  other  virgins,  saying, 
Lord,  Lord,  open  to  us.  But  he  answered  and  said,  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  I  know  you  not.  Watch  therefore,  for  ye  know  neither 
the  day  nor  the  hour  when  the  SON  of  man  cometh.

His  lord  said  unto  him,  Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant ;  thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few 
things,  I  will  make  thee  ruler  over  many  things :  enter  thou  into  the 
joy  of  thy  lord.  Then  he  which  had  received  the  one  talent  came 
and  said,  Lord,  I  knew  thee  that  thou  art  an  hard  man,  reaping 
where  thou  hast  not  sown,  and  gathering  where  thou  hast  not 
strawed :  and  I  was  afraid,  and  went  and  hid  thy  talent  in  the  earth  : 
lo,  there  thou  hast  that  is  thine.  His  lord  answered  and  said  unto 
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him,  Thou  wicked  and  slothful  servant,  thou  knewest  that  I  reap 
where  I  sowed  not,  and  gather  where  I  have  not  strawed :  thou 
oughtest  therefore  to  have  put  my  money  to  the  exchangers,  and 
then  at  my  coining  I  should  have  received  mine  own  with  usury.

PREPARATION    FOR   THE   FEAST   OF   THE   PASSOVER 
ST.  LUKE  xxn.  1-13 

"^VTOW  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  drew  nigh,  which  is  called 
JLl  the  Passover.  And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  sought  how 
they  might  kill  Him  ;  for  they  feared  the  people.

And  he  promised,  and  sought  opportunity  to  betray  Him  unto 
them  in  the  absence  of  the  multitude. 

Then  came  the  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when  the  passover  must 
be  killed.  And  He  sent  Peter  and  John,  saying,  Go  and  prepare  us 
the  passover,  that  we  may  eat.  And  they  'said  unto  Him,  Where 
wilt  Thou  that  we  prepare?  And  He  said  unto  them,  Behold, 
when  ye  are  entered  into  the  city,  there  shall  a  man  meet  you, 
bearing  a  pitcher  of  water ;  follow  him  into  the  house  where  he 
entereth  in.  And  ye  shall  say  unto  the  goodman  of  the  house,  The 
Master  saith  unto  thee,  Where  is  the  guestchamber,  where  I  shall 
eat  the  passover  with  my  disciples  ?  And  he  shall  shew  you  a  large 
upper  room  furnished:'  there  make  ready.  And  they  went,  and 
found  as  He  had  said  unto  them  :  and  they  made  ready  the  passover.

HEBREWS  ix.  1-12 

nnHEN  verily  the  first  covenant  had  also  ordinances  of  divine 
I  service,  and  a  worldly  sanctuary.  For  there  was  a  tabernacle 
made ;  the  first,  wherein  was  the  candlestick,  and  the  table,  and  the 
shewbread;  which  is  called  the  sanctuary.  And  after  the  second 
veil,  the  tabernacle  which  is  called  the  Holiest  of  all ;  which  had  the 
golden  censer,  and  the  ark  of  the  covenant  overlaid  round  about 
with  gold,  wherein  was  the  golden  pot  that  had  manna,  and  Aaron's 
rod  that  budded,  and  the  tables  of  the  covenant ;  and  over  it  the 
cherubims  of  glory  shadowing  the  mercyseat ;  of  which  we  cannot 
now  speak  particularly.  Now  when  these  things  were  thus  ordained, 
the  priests  went  always  into  the  first  tabernacle,  accomplishing  the 
service  of  God.  But  into  the  second  went  the  high  priest  alone 
once  every  year,  not  without  blood,  which  he  offered  for  himself,  and 
for  the  errors  of  the  people :  the  HOLY  GHOST  this  signifying,  that 
the  way  into  the  holiest  of  all  was  not  yet  made  manifest,  while  as 
the  first  tabernacle  was  yet  standing :  which  was  a  figure  for  the  time 
then  present,  in  which  were  offered  both  gifts  and  sacrifices,  that 
could  not  make  him  that  did  the  service  perfect,  as  pertaining  to  the 
conscience ;  which  stood  only  in  meats  and  drinks,  and  divers 
washings,  and  carnal  ordinances,  imposed  on  them  until  the  time  of 
reformation.  But  CHRIST  being  come  an  High  Priest  of  good  things 
to  come,  by  a  greater  and  more  perfect  tabernacle,  not  made  with 
hands,  that  is  to  say,  not  of  this  building ;  neither  by  the  blood  of 
goats  and  calves,  but  by  His  own  blood  He  entered  in  once  into  the 
holy  place,  having  obtained  eternal  redemption  for  us. 

PRAYERS 
/CHRIST  our  passover  is  sacrificed  for  us:  therefore  let  us  keep  the 

feast; 

Not  with  the  old  leaven,  nor  with  the  leaven  of  malice  and  wicked 
ness  :  but  with  the  unleavened  bread  of  sincerity  and  truth. 
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Almighty  FATHER,  Who  hast  given  Thine  only  SON  to  die  for  our  sins, 
and  to  rise  again  for  our  justification  ;  Grant  us  so  to  put  away  the 
leaven  of  malice  and  wickedness,  that  we  may  alway  serve  Thee  in 
pureness  of  living  and  truth  ;  through  the  merits  of  the  same  Thy  SON 
JKSI;S  CintisT  our  Loin).

CHRIST,  for  the  forgiveness  of  our  sins,  did  shed  out  of  His  most  precious 
side  both  water  and  blood  :  and  gave  commandment  to  His  disciples, 
that  they  should  go  teach  all  nations,  and  baptize  them  in  the  Name  of 
the  FATHER,  the  SON,  and  the  HOLY  GHOST  :  Grant  that  we  may  receive 
the  fulness  of  Thy  grace,  and  ever  remain  in  the  number  of  Thy  faith 
ful  and  elect  children  ;  through  JESUS  CHRIST  our  LORD.  Amen.

ST.  JOHN  xm.  1-20 

"VTOW  before  the  feast  of  the  passover,  when  JKSUS  knew  that  His 
_i_l  hour  was  come  that  He  should  depart  out  of  this  world  unto  the 
FATHKU,  having  loved  His  own  which  were  in  the  world,  He  loved 
them  unto  the  end.  And  supper  being  ended,  the  devil  having  now 
put  into  the  heart  of  Judas  Iscariot,  Simon's  son,  to  betray  Him  ; 
JKSUS  knowing  that  the  FATHKR  had  given  all  things  into  His  hands, 
and  that  He  was  come  from  GOD,  and  went  to  GOD  ;  He  riseth  from 
supper,  and  laid  aside  His  garments ;  and  took  a  towel,  and  girded 
Himself.  After  that  He  pourcth  water  into  a  bason,  and  began  to 
wash  the  disciples'  feet,  and  to  wipe  them  with  the  towel  wherewith 
He  was  girded.  Then  cometh  He  to  Simon  Peter :  and  Peter  saith 
unto  Him,  LORD,  dost  Thou  wash  my  feet?  JKSUS  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  What  I  do  Thou  knowest  not  now  ;  but  thou  shalt  know 
hereafter.  Peter  saith  unto  Him,  Thou  shalt  never  wash  my  feet. 
JESUS  answered  him,  If  I  wash  thee  not,  thou  hast  no  part  with  Me. 
Simon  Peter  saith  unto  Him,  LORD,  not  my  feet  only,  but  also  my

hands  and  my  head.  JESUS  saith  to  him,  He  that  is  washed  needeth 
not  save  to  wash  his  feet,  but  is  clean  every  whit :  and  ye  are  clean, 
but  not  all.  For  He  knew  who  should  betray  Him  ;  therefore  said 
He,  Ye  are  not  all  clean.  So  after  He  had  washed  their  feet  and  had 
taken  His  garments,  and  was  set  down  again,  He  said  unto  them, 
Know  ye  what  I  have  done  to  you  ?  Ye  call  Me  MASTER  and  LORD: 
and  ye  say  well,  for  so  I  am.  If  I  then,  your  LORD  and  MASTER,  have 
washed  your  feet ;  ye  also  ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet.  For  I 
have  given  you  an  example,  that  ye  should  do  as  I  have  done  to  you. 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  The  servant  is  not  greater  than  his 
lord ;  neither  he  that  is  sent  greater  than  he  that  sent  him.  If  ye 
know  these  things,  happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them. 

I  speak  not  of  you  all :  I  know  whom  I  have  chosen  :  but  that  the 
scripture  may  be  fulfilled,  He  that  eateth  bread  with  Me  hath  lifted 
up  his  heel  against  Me. 

Now  I  tell  you  before  it  come,  that,  when  it  is  come  to  pass,  ye' 
may  believe  that  I  am  He.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that 
receiveth  whomsoever  I  send  receiveth  Me ;  and  he  that  receiveth  Me 
receiveth  Him  that  sent  Me.

TAM  the  true  Vine,  and  My  FATIIKR  is  the  husbandman.  Every 
branch  in  Me  that  beareth  not  fruit  lie  taketli  away  :  and  every 
branch  that  beareth  fruit,  lie  purgeth  it,  thai  it  mav  bring  forth 
more  fruit.  Now  ye  are  clean  through  the  word  which  I  have  spoken 
unto  you.  Abide  in  Me,  and  I  in  you.  As  the  branch  cannot  bear 
fruit  of  itself,  except  it  abide  in  the  vine  ;  no  more  can  ye,  except  ye 
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abide  in  Me.  I  am  the  Vine,  ye  are  the  branches  :  He  that  abideth 
in  Me,  and  I  in  Him,  the  same  bringeth  forth  much  fruit :  for 
without  Me  ye  can  do  nothing.  If  a  man  abide  not  in  Me,  he  is 
cast  forth  as  a  branch,  and  is  withered  ;  and  men  gather  them,  and 
cast  them  into  the  fire,  and  they  are  burned.  If  ye  abide  in  Me, 
and  My  words  abide  in  you,  ye  shall  ask  what  ye  will,  and  it  shall 
be  done  unto  you.

Again,  a  new  commandment  I 
write  unto  you,  which  thing  is  true  in  Him  and  in  you  :  because  the 
darkness  is  past,  and  the  true  light  now  shincth.  He  that  saith  he 
is  in  the  light,  and  hateth  his  brother,  is  in  darkness  even  until  now. 
He  that  loveth  his  brother  abideth  in  the  light,  and  there  is  none 
occasion  of  stumbling  in  him.

ST.  JOHN  xv.  16-27 

YE  have  not  chosen  Me,  but  I  have  chosen  you,  and  ordained 
you,  that  ye  should  go  and  bring  forth  fruit,  and  that  your 
fruit  should  remain  :  that  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  of  the  FATHER  in 
My  name,  He  may  give  it  you.  These  things  I  command  you,  that 
ye  love  one  another.  If  the  world  hate  you,  ye  know  that  it  hated 
Me  before  it  hated  you.  If  ye  were  of  the  world,  the  world  would 
love  his  own  :  but  because  ye  are  not  of  the  world,  but  I  have  chosen 
you  out  of  the  world,  therefore  the  world  hateth  you.  Remember 
the  word  that  I  said  unto  you,  The  servant  is  not  greater  than  his 
lord.

But  all  these 
things  will  they  do  unto  you  for  My  name's  sake,  because  they  know 
not  Him  that  sent  Me.  If  I  had  not  come  and  spoken  unto  them, 
they  had  not  had  sin  :  but  now  they  have  no  cloke  for  their  sin.  He 
that  hateth  Me  hateth  My  FATHER  also.  If  I  had  not  done  among 
them  the  works  which  none  other  man  did,  they  had  not  had  sin  :  but 
now  have  they  both  seen  and  hated  both  Me  and  My  FATHER.  But 
this  cometh  to  pass,  that  the  word  might  be  fulfilled  that  is  written 
in  their  law,  They  hated  Me  without  a  cause.  But  when  the  Com

I  go  My  way  to  Him  that  sent  me  ;  and  none  of  you  asketh 
Me,  Whither  goest  thou  ?  But  because  I  have  said  these  things 
unto  you,  sorrow  hath  filled  your  heart.  Nevertheless  I  tell  you  the 
truth  ;  It  is  expedient  for  you  that  I  go  away  :  for  if  I  go  not  away, 
the  Comforter  will  not  come  unto  you ;  but  if  I  depart,  I  will  send 
Him  unto  you.

fTlHESE  words  spake  JESUS,  and  lifted  up  His  eyes  to  heaven,  and 
JL  said,  FATHER,  the  hour  is  come  ;  glorify  Thy  SON,  that  Thy  SON 
also  may  glorify  Thee :  as  Thou  hast  given  Him  power  over  all 
flesh,  that  He  should  give  eternal  life  to  as  many  as  Thou  hast  given 
Him.  And  this  is  life  eternal,  that  they  might  know  Thee  the  only 
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true  GOD,  and  JESUS  CHRIST,  Whom  Thou  hast  sent.  I  have  glorified 
Thee  on  the  earth  :  I  have  finished  the  work  which  Thou  gavest  me 
to  do.  And  now,  O  FATHKK,  glorify  Thou  me  with  Thine  own  Self 
with  the  glory  which  I  had  with  Thee  before  the  world  was.  I  have 
manifested  Thy  name  unto  the  men  which  Thou  gavest  Me  out  of 
the  world  :  Thine  they  were,  and  Thou  gavest  them  Me ;  and  they 
have  kept  Thy  word.

While  I  was  with  them  in  the  world,  I  kept  them  in  Thy 
Name  :  those  that  Thou  gavest  Me  I  have  kept,  and  none  of  them 
is  lost,  but  the  son  of  perdition  ;  that  the  scripture  might  be  fulfilled. 
And  now  come  I  to  Thee ;  and  these  things  I  speak  in  the  world, 
that  they  might  have  My  joy  fulfilled  in  themselves.  I  have  given 
them  Thy  word ;  and  the  world  hath  hated  them,  because  they  are 
not  of  the  world,  even  as  I  am  not  of  the  world.  I  pray  not  that 
Thou  shouldest  take  them  out  of  the  world,  but  that  Thou  shouldest 
keep  them  from  the  evil.

Neither  pray 
I  for  these  alone,  but  for  them  also  which  shall  believe  on  Me 
through  their  word ;  that  they  all  may  be  one  ;  as  Thou,  FATHER, 
art  in  Me,  and  I  in  Thee,  that  they  also  may  be  one  in  us  :  that  the 
world  may  believe  that  Thou  hast  sent  me.  And  the  glory  which 
Thou  gavest  Me  I  have  given  them  ;  that  they  may  be  one,  even  as 
We  are  one  :  I  in  them,  and  Thou  in  Me,  that  they  may  be  made 
perfect  in  one ;  and  that  the  world  may  know  that  Thou  hast  sent 
Me,  and  hast  loved  them,  as  Thou  hast  loved  Me.

ST.  MARK  xiv.  20-42

ST.  MATTHKW  xxvi.  47-oG 

AND  while  He  yet  spake,  lo,  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  came,  and 
with  him  a  great  multitude  with  swords  and  staves,  from  the 
chief  priests  and  elders  of  the  people.  Now  he  that  betrayed  Him 
gave  them  a  sign,  saying,  Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  that  same  is  He  :

HEBREWS  iv.  14-16  ;  v.  1-9 

SEEING  then  that  we  have  a  great  High  Priest,  that  is  passed 
into  the  heavens,  JESUS  the  SON  of  GOD,  let  us  hold  fast  our 
profession.  For  we  have  not  an  High  Priest  which  cannot  be  touched 
with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities ;  but  was  in  all  points  tempted  like 
as  we  are,  yet  without  sin.

So  also 
CHRIST  glorified  not  himself  to  be  made  an  high  priest ;  but  He  that 
said  unto  Him,  Thou  art  my  SON,  to  day  have  I  begotten  Thee.  As- 
He  saith  also  in  another  place,  Thou  art  a  priest  for  ever  after  the 
order  of  Melchisedec.  Who  in  the  days  of  His  flesh,  when  He  had 
offered  up  prayers  and  supplications  with  strong  crying  and  tears 
unto  Him  that  was  able  to  save  Him  from  death,  and  was  heard  in 
that  He  feared  ;  though  He  were  a  SON,  yet  learned  He  obedience  by 
the  things  which  He  suffered ;  and  being  made  perfect,  He  became 
the  author  of  eternal  salvation  unto  all  them  that  obey  Him. 
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Q  MERCIFUL  GOD,  Who  hast  made  all  men,  and  hatest  nothing  that 
Thou  hast  made,  nor  wouldest  the  death  of  a  sinner,  but  rather 
that  he  should  be  converted  and  live  ;  Have  mercy  upon  us,  and  take 
from  us  all  ignorance,  hardness  of  heart,  and  contempt  of  Thy  Word  ; 
and  so  fetch  us  home,  blessed  LORD,  to  Thy  flock,  that  we  may  be  saved 
among  the  remnant  of  the  true  Israelites,  and  be  made  one  fold  under 
one  Shepherd,  Jesus  CHRIST  our  LORD,  Who  liveth  and  reigneth  with 
Thee  and  the  HOLY  SPIRIT,  one  GOD,  world  without  end. 

O  LORD,  save  thy  servants  ;  That  put  their  trust  in  Thee.  Send  unto 
them  help  from  above.

THE  DENIAL 

ST.  MATTHEW  xxvi.  57-7^

But  Peter  followed  Him  afar  oft'  unto  the  high  priest's  palace,  and 
went  in,  and  sat  with  the  servants,  to  see  the  end.

At  the  last  came  two 
false  witnesses,  and  said,  This  fellow  said,  I  am  able  to  destroy  the 
temple  of  GOD,  and  to  build  it  in  three  days.  And  the  high  priest 
arose,  and  said  unto  Him,  Answerest  Thou  nothing  r  what  is  it 
which  these  witness  against  Thee  r  But  JESUS  held  His  peace.  And 
the  high  priest  answered  and  said  unto  Him,  I  adjure  Thee  by  the 
living  GOD,  that  Thou  tell  us  whether  Thou  be  the  CHRIST,  the  SON 
of  GOD.  JESUS  saith  unto  him,  Thou  hast  said  :  nevertheless  I  say 
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unto  you,  Hereafter  shall  ye  see  the  SON  of  man  sitting  on  the  right 
hand  of  power,  and  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven.  Then  the  high 
priest  rent  his  clothes,  saying,  He  hath  spoken  blasphemy  ;  what 
further  need  have  we  of  witnesses  ?  behold,  now  ye  have  heard  His 
blasphemy.  What  think  ye  ?  They  answered  and  said,  He  is  guilty 
of  death.  Then  did  they  spit  in  His  face,  and  buffeted  Him  ;  and 
others  smote  Him  with  the  palms  of  their  hands,  saying,  Prophesy 
unto  us,  Thou  CHRIST,  Who  is  he  that  smote  Thee  ? 

Now  Peter  sat  without  in  the  palace  :  and  a  damsel  came  unto 
him,  saying,  Thou  also  wast  with  JESUS  of  Galilee.  But  he  denied 
before  them  all,  saying,  I  know  not  what  thou  sayest.  And  when 
he  was  gone  out  into  the  porch,  another  maid  saw  him,  and  said 
unto  them  that  were  there,  This  fellow  was  also  with  JESUS  of 
Nazareth.  And  again  he  denied  with  an  oath,  I  do  not  know  the 
man.  And  after  a  while  came  unto  him  they  that  stood  by,  and 
said  to  Peter,  Surely  thou  also  art  one  of  them  ;  for  thy  speech 
bewrayeth  thee.  Then  began  he  to  curse  and  to  swear,  saying,  I 
know  not  the  man.  And  immediately  the  cock  crew.  And  Peter 
remembered  the  word  of  JESUS,  which  said  unto  him,  Before  the  cock 
crow,  thou  shalt  deny  Me  thrice.  And  he  went  out,  and  wept 
bitterly.

THE  ACTS  OF  THE  APOSTLES  iv.  1-13,  23-30 

AND  as  they  spake  unto  the  people,  the  priests,  and  the  captain 
of  the  temple,  and   the  Sadducees,  came  upon    them,  being 
grieved  that  they  taught  the  people,  and  preached  through  JESUS 
the  resurrection  from  the  dead.     And  they  laid  hands  on  them,  and 
put   them  in   hold  unto  the  next  day  :  for  it  was  now   eventide. 
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Howbeit  many  of   them  which   heard  the  word   believed  ;  and  the 
number  of  the  men  was  about  five  thousand. 

And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  that  their  rulers,  and  elders, 
and  scribes,  and  Annas  the  high  priest,  and  Caiaphas,  and  John,  and 
Alexander,  and  as  many  as  were  of  the  kindred  of  the  high  priest, 
were  gathered  together  at  Jerusalem.  And  when  they  had  set  them 
in  the  midst,  they  asked,  By  what  power,  or  by  what  name,  have  ye 
done  this  ?  Then  Peter,  filled  with  the  HOLY  GHOST,  said  unto 
them,  Ye  rulers  of  the  people,  and  elders  of  Israel,  if  we  this  day  be 
examined  of  the  good  deed  done  to  the  impotent  man,  by  what 
means  he  is  made  whole ;  be  it  known  unto  you  all,  and  to  all  the 
people  of  Israel,  that  by  the  name  of  JKSUS  CHRIST  of  Nazareth, 
Whom  ye  crucified,  Whom  GOD  raised  from  the  dead,  even  by  Him 
doth  this  man  stand  here  before  you  whole.  This  is  the  stone  which 
was  set  at  nought  of  you  builders,  which  is  become  the  head  of  the 
corner.  Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any  other :  for  there  is  none 
other  name  under  heaven  given  among  men,  whereby  we  must  be  saved. 

Now  when  they  saw  the  boldness  of  Peter  and  John,  and  perceived 
that  they  were  unlearned  and  ignorant  men,  they  marvelled  ;  and 
they  took  knowledge  of  them,  that  they  had  been  with  JESUS. 

And  being  let  go,  they  went  to  their  own  company,  and  reported 
all  that  the  chief  priests  and  elders  had  said  unto  them.  And  when 
they  heard  that,  they  lifted  up  their  voice  to  GOD  with  one  accord, 
and  said,  LORD,  Thou  art  GOD,  which  hast  made  heaven,  and  earth, 
and  the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is  :  Who  by  the  mouth  of  Thy 
servant  David  hast  said,  Why  did  the  heathen  rage,  and  the  people 
imagine  vain  things  ?  The  kings  of  the  earth  stood  up,  and  the 
rulers  were  gathered  together  against  the  LORD,  and  against  His 
CHRIST.  For  of  a  truth  against  Thy  holy  child  JKSUS,  Whom  Thou 
hast  anointed,  both  Herod,  and  Pontius  Pilate,  with  the  Gentiles, 
and  the  people  of  Israel,  were  gathered  together,  for  to  do  what 
soever  Thy  hand  and  Thy  counsel  determined  before  to  be  done. 
And  now,  LORD,  behold  their  threatenings  :  and  grant  unto  Thy 
servants,  that  with  all  boldness  they  may  speak  Thy  word,  by 
stretching  forth  Thine  hand  to  heal ;  and  that  signs  and  wonders 
may  be  done  by  the  name  of  Thy  holy  child  JKSUS.

ST.  LUKE  xxni.  1-12 

A  ND  the  whole  multitude  of  them  arose,  and  led  Him  unto  Pilate. 
JT\_  And  they  began  to  accuse  Him,  saying,  We  found  this  fellow 
perverting  the  nation,  and  forbidding  to  give  tribute  to  Caesar, 
saying  that  He  himself  is  CHRIST  a  KING.  And  Pilate  asked  Him, 
saying,  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  And  He  answered  him 
and  said,  Thou  sayest  it.  Then  said  Pilate  to  the  chief  priests  and 
the  people,  I  find  no  fault  in  this  man.  And  they  were  the  more 
fierce,  saying,  He  stirreth  up  the  people,  teaching  throughout  all 
Jewry,  beginning  from  Galilee  to  this  place.  When  Pilate  heard  of 
Galilee,  he  asked  whether  the  man  were  a  Galilaean.  And  as  soon  as 
he  knew  that  He  belonged  unto  Herod's  jurisdiction,  he  sent  Him  to 
Herod,  who  himself  also  was  at  Jerusalem  at  that  time. 

And  when  Herod  saw  JESUS,  he  was  exceeding  glad :  for  he  was 
desirous  to  see  Him  of  a  long  season,  because  he  had  heard  many 
things  of  Him ;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen  some  miracle  done  by 
Him.  Then  he  questioned  with  Him  in  many  words ;  but  He 
answered  him  nothing.  And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  stood  and 
vehemently  accused  Him.

THE  JUDGMENT  HALL 

ST.  JOHN  xvm.  29-40 

PILATE  then  went  out  unto  them,  and  said,  What  accusation 
bring  ye  against  this  man  ?  They  answered  and  said  unto  him, 
If  He  were  not  a  malefactor,  we  would  not  have  delivered  Him  up 
unto  thee.  Then  said  Pilate  unto  them,  Take  ye  Him,  and  judge 
Him  according  to  your  law.  The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him,  It 
is  not  lawful  for  us  to  put  any  man  to  death :  that  the  saying  of 
JESUS  might  be  fulfilled,  which  He  spake,  signifying  what  death  He 
should  die.  Then  Pilate  entered  into  the  judgment  hall  again,  and 
called  JESUS,  and  said  unto  Him,  Art  Thou  the  King  of  the  Jews  ? 
JESUS  answered  him,  Sayest  thou  this  thing  of  thyself,  or  did  others 
tell  it  thee  of  Me  ?  Pilate  answered,  Am  I  a  Jew  ?  Thine  own 
nation  and  the  chief  priests  have  delivered  Thee  unto  me  :  what  hast 
Thou  done  ?  JESUS  answered,  My  kingdom  is  not  of  this  world  :  if 
My  kingdom  were  of  this  world,  then  would  My  servants  fight,  that 
I  should  not  be  delivered  to  the  Jews :  but  now  is  My  kingdom  not 
from  hence.  Pilate  therefore  said  unto  Him,  Art  Thou  a  king  then  ? 
JESUS  answered,  Thou  sayest  that  I  am  a  king.  To  this  end  was  I 
born,  and  for  this  cause  came  I  into  the  world,  that  I  should  bear 
witness  unto  the  truth.  Every  one  that  is  of  the  truth  heareth  My 
voice.  Pilate  saith  unto  Him,  What  is  truth  ?  And  when  he  had 
said  this,  he  went  out  again  unto  the  Jews,  and  saith  unto  them,  I 
find  in  Him  no  fault  at  all.  But  ye  have  a  custom,  that  I  should 
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release  unto  you  one  at  the  passover :  will  ye  therefore  that  I  release 
unto  you  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  Then  cried  they  all  again,  saying, 
Not  this  man,  but  Barabbas.  Now  Barabbas  was  a  robber.

THE  ACTS  OF  THE  APOSTLES  in.  13-20

Repent  ye  therefore,  and  be  converted,  that  your  sins  may  be 
blotted  out,  when  the  times  of  refreshing  shall  come  from  the 
presence  of  the  LORD  ;  and  He  shall  send  JESUS  CHRIST,  which  before 
was  preached  unto  you  :  Whom  the  heaven  must  receive  until  the 
times  of  restitution  of  all  things,  which  GOD  hath  spoken  by  the 
mouth  of  all  His  holy  prophets  since  the  world  began.  For  Moses 
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truly  said  unto  the  fathers,  A  prophet  shall  the  LORD  your  GOD 
raise  up  unto  you  of  your  brethren,  like  unto  me :  him  shall  ye  hear 
in  all  things  whatsoever  he  shall  say  unto  you.  And  it  shall  come 
to  pass,  that  every  soul,  which  will  not  hear  that  prophet,  shall  be 
destroyed  from  among  the  people.  Yea,  and  all  the  prophets  from 
Samuel  and  those  that  followed  after,  as  many  as  have  spoken,  have 
likewise  foretold  of  these  days.  Ye  are  the  children  of  the  prophets, 
and  of  the  covenant  which  GOD  made  with  our  fathers,  saying  unto 
Abraham,  And  in  thy  seed  shall  all  the  kindreds  of  the  earth  be 
blessed.  Unto  you  first  GOD,  having  raised  up  His  SON  JESUS,  sent 
Him  to  bless  you,  in  turning  away  every  one  of  you  from  his 
iniquities.

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THE  SENTENCE   OF   PILATE 

ST.  JOHN  xix.  1-17 

THEN  Pilate  took  JESUS,  and  scourged  Him.  And  the  soldiers 
platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  on  His  head,  and  they  put 
on  Him  a  purple  robe,  and  said,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews!  and"  they 
smote  Him  with  their  hands.  Pilate  therefore  went  forth  again,  and 
saith  unto  them,  Behold,  I  bring  Him  forth  to  you,  that  ye  may 
know  that  I  find  no  fault  in  Him.  Then  came  JESUS  forth,  wearing 
the  crown  of  thorns,  and  the  purple  robe.  And  Pilate  saith  unto 
them,  Behold  the  Alan  !  When  the  chief  priests  therefore  and 
officers  saw  Him,  they  cried  out,  saying,  Crucify  Him,  crucify  Him. 
Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Take  ye  Him,  and  crucify  Him  :  for  I  find 
no  fault  in  Him.  The  Jews  answered  him,  We  have  a  law,  and  by 
our  law  He  ought  to  die,  because  lie  made  Himself  the  Sox  of  GOD. 

When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  was  the  more  afraid  ; 
and  went  again  into  the  judgment  "hall,  and  saith  unto  JESUS, 
Whence  art  Thou  ?  But  JESUS  gave  him  no  answer.  Then  saith 
Pilate  unto  Him,  Speakest  Thou  "not  unto  me?  knowest  Thou  not 
that  I  have  power  to  crucify  Thee,  and  have  power  to  release  Thee  ? 
JESUS  answered,  Thou  couldest  have  no  power  at  all  against  Me, 
except  it  were  given  thec  from  above  :  therefore  lie  that  delivered 
Me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater  sin.  And  from  thenceforth  Pilate 
sought  to  release  Him  :  but  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying.  If  thou  let 
this  man  go,  thou  art  not  Caesar's  friend  :  whosoever  niaketh  himself 
a  king  speaketh  against  Caesar. 

When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  brought  JESUS  forth, 
and  sat  down  in  the  judgment  seat  in  a  place  that  is  called  the 
Pavement,  but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gabbatha.  And  it  was  the  prepa 
ration  of  the  passover,  and  about  the  sixth  hour  :  and  he  saith  unto 
the  Jews,  Behold  your  King  !  But  they  cried  out,  Away  with  Him, 
away  with  Him,  crucify  Him.  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Shall  I 
crucify  your  King  ?  The  chief  priests  answered,  We  have  no  king 
but  CiGsar.  Then  delivered  he  Him  therefore  unto  them  to  be 
crucified.  And  they  took  JESUS,  and  led  Him  away.  And  He 
bearing  His  cross  went  forth  into  a  place  called  the  place  of  a  skull, 
which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew  Golgotha.

ISAIAH  LIII.  1-12 

WHO  hath  believed  our  report  ?  and  to  whom  is  the  arm  of  the 
LORD  revealed  ?  For  He  shall  grow  up  before  him  as  a  tender 
plant,  and  as  a  root  out  of  a  dry  ground :  He  hath  no  form  nor 
comeliness :  and  when  we  shall  see  Him,  there  is  no  beauty  that  we 
should  desire  Him.  He  is  despised  and  rejected  of  men ;  a  Man  of 
sorrows,  and  acquainted  with  grief:  and  we  hid  as  it  were  our  faces 
from  Him  :  He  was  despised,  and  we  esteemed  Him  not. 

Surely  He  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and  carried  our  sorrows  :  yet  we 
did  esteem  Him  stricken,  smitten  of  GOD,  and  afflicted.  But  He  was 
wounded  for  our  transgressions,  He  was  bruised  for  our  iniquities  : 
the  chastisement  of  our  peace  was  upon  Him  ;  and  with  His  stripes 
we  are  healed.  All  we  like  sheep  have  gone  astray ;  we  have  turned 
every  one  to  his  own  way ;  and  the  LORD  hath  laid  on  Him  the 
iniquity  of  us  all.  He  was  oppressed,  and  He  was  afflicted,  yet  He 
opened  not  His  mouth :  He  is  brought  as  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter, 
and  as  a  sheep  before  her  shearers  is  dumb,  so  He  openeth  not  his 
mouth.  He  was  taken  from  prison  and  from  judgment:  and  who 
shall  declare  His  generation  ?  for  He  was  cut  oft'  out  of  the  land  of 
the  living :  for  the  transgression  of  My  people  was  He  stricken. 
And  He  made  His  grave  with  the  wicked,  and  with  the  rich  in  His 
death ;  because  He  had  done  no  violence,  neither  was  any  deceit  in 
His  mouth. 

Yet  it  pleased  the  LORD  to  bruise  Him  ;  He  hath  put  Him  to 
grief :  when  thou  shalt  make  His  soul  an  offering  for  sin,  He  shall 
see  His  seed,  He  shall  prolong  His  days,  and  the  pleasure  of  the 
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LORD  shall  prosper  in  His  hand.  He  shall  see  of  the  travail  of  His 
soul,  and  shall  be  satisfied :  by  His  knowledge  shall  My  righteous 
Servant  justify  many;  for  He  shall  bear  their  iniquities.  Therefore 
will  I  divide  Him  a  portion  with  the  great,  and  lie  shall  divide;  the 
spoil  with  the  strong;  because  lie  hath  poured  out  His  soul  unto 
death:  and  He  was  numbered  with  the-  transgressors;  and  He  bare 
the  sin  of  many,  and  made  intercession  for  the  transgressors.

ST.  LUKK  xxui.  'W-43  ;  ST.  JOHN  xix.  25-27 

ND  when  they  were  come  to  the  place,  which  is  called  Calvary, 
there  they  crucified  Him,  and  the  malefactors,  one  on  the  right 
hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left.

BUT  CHRIST  being  come  an  High  Priest  of  good  things  to  come,  by 
a  greater  and  more  perfect  tabernacle,  not  made  with  hands, 
that  is  to  say,  not  of  this  building  ;  neither  by  the  blood  of  goats  and 
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calves,  but  by  His  own  blood  He  entered  in  once  into  the  holy  place, 
having  obtained  eternal  redemption  for  us.  For  if  the  blood  of  bulls 
and  of  goats,  and  the  ashes  of  an  heifer  sprinkling  the  unclean,  sancti- 
fieth  to  the  purifying  of  the  flesh  :  how  much  more  shall  the  blood  of 
CHRIST,  Who  through  the  eternal  SPIRIT  offered  Himself  without  spot 
to  GOD,  purge  your  conscience  from  dead  works  to  serve  the  living 
GOD?  And  for  this  cause  He  is  the  mediator  of  the  new  testament, 
that  by  means  of  death,  for  the  redemption  of  the  transgressions  that 
were  under  the  first  testament,  they  which  are  called  might  receive 
the  promise  of  eternal  inheritance. 

For  when  Moses  had  spoken  every  precept  to  all  the  people  accord 
ing  to  the  law,  he  took  the  blood  of  calves  and  of  goats,  with  water, 
and  scarlet  wool,  and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled  both  the  book,  and  all 
the  people,  saying,  This  is  the  blood  of  the  testament  which  GOD 
hath  enjoined  unto  you.  Moreover  he  sprinkled  with  blood  both 
the  tabernacle,  and  all  the  vessels  of  the  ministry.  And  almost  all 
things  are  by  the  law  purged  with  blood ;  and  without  shedding  of 
blood  is  no  remission.  It  was  therefore  necessary  that  the  patterns 
of  things  in  the  heavens  should  be  purified  with  these;  but  the 
heavenly  things  themselves  with  better  sacrifices  than  these.  For 
CHRIST  is  not  entered  into  the  holy  places  made  with  hands,  which 
are  figures  of  the  true ;  but  into  heaven  itself,  now  to  appear  in  the 
presence  of  GOD  for  us  :  nor  yet  that  He  should  offer  Himself  often, 
as  the  high  priest  entereth  into  the  holy  place  every  year  with  blood 
of  others.  For  then  must  he  often  have  suffered  since  the  founda 
tion  of  the  world :  but  now  once  in  the  end  of  the  world  hath  He 
appeared  to  put  away  sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  Himself.  And  as  it  is 
appointed  unto  men  once  to  die,  but  after  this  the  judgment ;  so 
CHRIST  was  once  offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  many ;  and  unto  them 
that  look  for  Him  shall  He  appear  the  second  time  without  sin  unto 
salvation.

ND  they  that  passed  by  reviled  Him,  wagging  their  heads,  and 
.  saying,  Thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it  in 
three  days,  save  Thyself.  If  Thou  be  the  SON  of  GOD,  come  down 
from  the  cross.  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  Him,  with 
the  scribes  and  elders,  said,  He  saved  others;  Himself  He  cannot 
save.  If  He  be  the  King  of  Israel,  let  Him  now  come  down  from  the 
cross,  and  we  will  believe  Him.  He  trusted  in  GOD  ;  let  Him 
deliver  Him  now,  if  He  will  have  Him  :  for  He  said,  I  am  the  SON  of 
GOD.

not,  but  a  body  hast  Thou  prepared  Me :  in  burnt  offerings  and 
sacrifices  for  sin  Thou  hast  had  no  pleasure.  Then  said  I,  Lo,  I 
come  (in  the  volume  of  the  book  it  is  written  of  Me,)  to  do  Thy  will, 
O  GOD.  Above  when  He  said,  Sacrifice  and  offering  and  burnt 
offerings  and  offering  for  sin  Thou  wouldest  not,  neither  hadst 
pleasure  therein  ;  which  are  offered  by  the  law ;  then  said  He,  Lo,  I 
come  to  do  Thy  will,  O  GOD.  He  taketh  away  the  first,  that  He 
may  establish  the  second.  By  the  which  will  we  are  sanctified 
through  the  offering  of  the  body  of  JESUS  CHRIST  once  for  all.  And 
every  priest  standeth  daily  ministering  and  offering  oftentimes  the 
same  sacrifices,  which  can  never  take  away  sins :  but  this  Man,  after 
He  had  offered  one  sacrifice  for  sins  for  ever,  sat  down  on  the  right 
hand  of  GOD  ;  from  henceforth  expecting  till  His  enemies  be  made 
His  footstool.  For  by  one  offering  He  hath  perfected  for  ever  them 
that  are  sanctified.  Whereof  the  HOLY  GHOST  also  is  a  witness  to 
us  :  for  after  that  He  had  said  before,  This  is  the  covenant  that  I  will 
make  with  them  after  those  days,  saith  the  LORD,  I  will  put  My  laws 
into  their  hearts,  and  in  their  minds  will  I  write  them  ;  and  their  sins 
and  iniquities  will  I  remember  no  more.  Now  where  remission  of 
these  is,  there  is  no  more  offering  for  sin.  Having  therefore, 
brethren,  boldness  to  enter  into  the  holiest  by  the  blood  of  JESUS, 
by  a  new  and  living  way,  which  He  hath  consecrated  for  us,  through 
the  veil,  that  is  to  say,  His  flesh ;  and  having  an  High  Priest  over 
the  house  of  GOD  ;  Let  us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart  in  full 
assurance  of  faith,  having  our  hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  conscience, 
and  our  bodies  washed  with  pure  water.  Let  us  hold  fast  the  pro 
fession  of  our  faith  without  wavering ;  (for  He  is  faithful  that 
promised  ;)  and  let  us  consider  one  another  to  provoke  unto  love  and 
to  good  works :  not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  ourselves  together, 
as  the  manner  of  some  is ;  but  exhorting  one  another  :  and  so  much 
the  more,  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching.

"HE  WAS  BURIED" 

ST.  MARK  xv.  42-45  ;  ST.  JOHN  xix.  39-42  ;  ST.   LUKE  xxin.  55,  5(5 ; 
ST.  MATTHKW    xxvu.  62-66 

AND  now  when  the  even  was  come,  because  it  WHS  the  preparation, 
that  is,  the  day  before  the  sabbath,  Joseph  of  Arimathaea,  an 
honourable  counseller,  which  also  waited  for  the  kingdom  of  GOD, 
came,  and  went  in  boldly  unto  Pilate,  and  craved  the  body  of  JESUS. 
And  Pilate  marvelled  if  He  were  already  dead  :  and  calling  unto 
him  the  centurion,  he  asked  him  whether  He  had  been  any  while 
dead.  And  when  he  knew  it  of  the  centurion,  he  gave  the  body  to 
Joseph. 

rilHERE  came  also  Nicodemus,  which  at  the  first  came  to  JESUS  by 
I  night,  and  brought  a  mixture  of  myrrh  and  aloes,  about  an 
hundred  pound  weight.  Then  took  they  the  body  of  JESUS,  and 
wound  it  in  linen  clothes  with  the  spices,  as  the  manner  of  the  Jews 
is  to  bury.  Now  in  the  place  where  He  was  crucified  there  was  a 
garden  ;  and  in  the  garden  a  new  sepulchre,  wherein  was  never  man 
yet  laid.  There  laid  they  JESUS  therefore  because  of  the  Jews'1 
preparation  day  ;  for  the  sepulchre  was  nigh  at  hand. 

THE   women  also,  which  came  with  Him  from  Galilee,  followed 
after,  and  behold  the  sepulchre,  and  how  His  body  was  laid. 
And  they  returned,  and  prepared  spices  and  ointments ;  and  rested 
the  sabbath  day  according  to  the  commandment. 

NOW  the  next  day,  that  followed  the  day  of  the  preparation,  the 
chief  priests  and  Pharisees  came  together  unto  Pilate,  saying, 
Sir,  we  remember  that  that  deceiver  said,  while  He  was  yet  alive,  After 
three  days  I  will  rise  again.  Command  therefore  that  the  sepulchre 
be  made  sure  until  the  third  day,  lest  His  disciples  come  by  night, 
and  steal  Him  away,  and  say  unto  the  people,  He  is  risen  from  the 
dead  :  so  the  last  error  shall  be  worse  than  the  first.  Pilate  said 
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unto  them,  Ye  have  a  watch  :  go  your  way,  make  it  as  sure  as  ye 
can.  So  they  went,  and  made  the  sepulchre  sure,  sealing  the  stone, 
and  setting  a  watch.

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NOW  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were  baptized  into  JESUS 
CHRIST  were  baptized  into  His  de.-ith  ?  Therefore  we  are  buried 
with  Him  by  baptism  into  death :  that  like  as  CHRIST  was  raised  up 
from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the  FATHER,  even  so  we  also  should 
walk  in  newness  of  life.  For  if  we  have  been  planted  together  in  the 
likeness  of  His  death,  we  shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of  His  resur 
rection  :  knowing  this,  that  our  old  man  is  crucified  with  Him,  that 
the  body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we  should  not 
serve  sin.  For  he  that  is  dead  is  freed  from  sin.  Now  if  we  be  dead 
with  CHRIST,  we  believe  that  we  shall  also  live  with  Him  :  knowing 
that  CHRIST  being  raised  from  the  dead  dieth  no  more  ;  death  hath 
no  more  dominion  over  Him.  For  in  that  He  died,  He  died  unto 
sin  once  ;  but  in  that  He  liveth,  He  liveth  unto  GOD.  Likewise 
reckon  ye  also  yourselves  to  be  dead  indeed  unto  sin,  but  alive  unto 
GOD  through  JESUS  CHRIST  our  LORD.  Let  not  sin  therefore  reign 
in  your  mortal  body,  that  ye  should  obey  it  in  the  lusts  thereof. 
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Neither  yield  ye  your  members  as  instruments  of  unrighteousness 
unto  sin  :  but  yield  yourselves  unto  GOD,  as  those  that  are  alive  from 
the  dead,  and  your  members  as  instruments  of  righteousness  unto 
GOD.  For  sin  shall  not  have  dominion  over  you  :  for  ye  are  not 
under  the  law,  but  under  grace.

"y^K  yield  Thee  humble  thanks,  O  heavenly  FATHER,  that  Thou  hast 
vouchsafed  to  call  us  to  the  knowledge  of  Thy  grace,,  and  faith  in 
Thee  ;  Increase  this  knowledge,  and  confirm  this  faith  in  us  evermore.

"HE    ROSE    AGAIN" 

ST.   MATTHKW  xxvin.   1-15 

IN  the  end  of  the  sabbath,  as  it  began  to  dawn  toward  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  eame  Mary  Magdalene  and  the  other  Mary  to 
see  the  sepulchre.  And,  behold,  there  was  a  great  earthquake :'  for 
the  angel  of  the  LORD  descended  from  heaven,  and  came  and  rolled 
baek  the  stone  from  the  door,  and  sat  upon  it.  His  countenance 
was  like  lightning,  and  his  raiment  white  as  snow  :  and  for  fear  of 
him  the  keepers  did  shake,  and  became  as  dead  men.

And  go  quickly, 
and  tell  His  disciples  that  He  is  risen  from  the  dead ;  and,  behold, 
He  goeth  before  you  into  Galilee ;  there  shall  ye  see  Him  :  lo,  I  have 
told  you.  And  they  departed  quickly  from  the  sepulchre  with  fear 
and  great  joy ;  and  did  run  to  bring  His  disciples  word. 

And  as  they  went  to  tell  His  disciples,  behold,  JESUS  met  them, 
saying,  All  hail.  And  they  came  and  held  Him  by  the  feet,  and 
worshipped  Him.  Then  said  JESUS  unto  them,  Be  not  afraid :  go 
tell  My  brethren  that  they  go  into  Galilee,  and  there  shall  they  see 
Me. 

Now  when  they  were  going,  behold,  some  of  the  watch  came  into 
the  city,  and  shewed  unto  the  chief  priests  all  the  things  that  were 
done.  And  when  they  were  assembled  with  the  elders,  and  had 
taken  counsel,  they  gave  large  money  unto  the  soldiers,  saying,  Say 
ye,  His  disciples  came  by  night,  and  stole  Him  away  while  we  slept.. 
And  if  this  come  to  the  governor's  ears,  we  will  persuade  him,  and 
secure  you.  So  they  took  the  money,  and  did  as  they  were  taught : 
and  this  saying  is  commonly  reported  among  the  Jews  until  this  day.

1  CORINTHIANS  xv    1-8,  12-28 

MOREOVER,  brethren,  I  declare  unto  you  the  gospel  which  I 
preached  unto  you,  which  also  ye  have  received,  and  wherein 
ye  stand.  By  which  also  ye  are  saved,  if  ye  keep  in  memory  what  I 
preached  unto  you,  unless  ye  have  believed  in  vain.  For  I  delivered 
unto  you  first  of  all  that  which  I  also  received,  how  that  CHRIST  died 
for  our  sins  according  to  the  scriptures  ;  and  that  He  was  buried,  and 
that  He  rose  again  the  third  day  according  to  the  scriptures :  and 
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that  He  was  seen  of  Cephas,  then  of  the  twelve :  after  that,  He  was 
seen  of  above  five  hundred  brethren  at  once ;  of  whom  the  greater 
part  remain  unto  this  present,  but  some  are  fallen  asleep.  After 
that,  He  was  seen  of  James;  then  of  all  the  Apostles.  And  last  of 
all  lie  was  seen  of  me  also,  as  of  one  born  out  of  due  time. 

Now  if  CHRIST  be  preached  that  He  rose  from  the  dead,  how  say 
some  among  you  that  there  is  no  resurrection  of  the  dead  ?  But  if 
there  be  no  resurrection  of  the  dead,  then  is  CIIHIST  not  risen  :  and 
if  CHRIST  be  not  risen,  then  is  our  preaching  vain,  and  your  faith  is 
also  vain.  Yea,  and  we  are  found  false  witnesses  of  GOD  ;  because  we 
have  testified  of  GOD  that  He  raised  up  CHRIST:  Whom  He  raised 
not  up,  if  so  be  that  the  dead  rise  not.  For  if  the  dead  rise  not, 
then  is  not  CHRIST  raised  :  and  if  CHRIST  be  not  raised,  your  faith  is 
vain  ;  ye  are  yet  in  your  sins.  Then  they  also  which  are  fallen  asleep 
in  CHRIST  are  perished.  If  in  this  life  only  we  have  hope  in  CHRIST, 
we  are  of  all  men  most  miserable.  But  now  is  CHRIST  risen  from  the 
dead,  and  become  the  firstfruits  of  them  that  slept.  For  since  by 
man  came  death,  by  Man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 
For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  CHRIST  shall  all  be  made  alive. 
But  every  man  in  his  own  order :  CHRIST  the  firstfruits ;  afterward 
they  that  are  CHRIST'S  at  His  coming.  Then  cometh  the  end,  when 
HK  shall  have  delivered  up  the  kingdom  to  GOD,  even  the  FATHER  ; 
when  He  shall  have  put  down  all  rule  and  all  authority  and 
power.  For  He  must  reign,  till  He  hath  put  all  enemies  under  His 
feet.  The  last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is  death.  For  He  hath 
put  all  things  under  His  feet.  But  when'He  saith  all  things  are  put 
under  Him,  it  is  manifest  that  He  is  excepted,  which  did  put  all 
things  under  Him.  And  when  all  things  shall  be  subdued  unto  Him, 
then  shall  the  SON  also  Himself  be  subject  unto  Him  that  put  all 
things  under  Him,  that  GOD  may  bo  all  in  all.

SEEN   OF   MARY   MAGDALENE 
ST.  MARK  xvi.  9  ;  ST.  JOHN  xx.  1-17  ;  ST.  LUKE  xxiv.  10,  11 

WHEN  JESUS  was  risen  early  the  first  day  of  the  week,  He 
appeared   first  to  Mary  Magdalene,  out  of  whom    He   had 
cast  seven  devils. 

THE  first  day  of  the  week  cometh  Mary  Magdalene  early,  when  it 
was  yet  dark,  unto  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  stone  taken  away 
from  the  sepulchre.  Then  she  runneth,  and  cometh  to  Simon  Peter, 
and  to  the  other  disciple,  whom  JESUS  loved,  and  saith  unto  them, 
They  have  taken  away  the  LORD  out  of  the  sepulchre,  and  we  know 
not  where  they  have  laid  Him.  Peter  therefore  went  forth,  and  that 
other  disciple,  and  came  to  the  sepulchre.  So  they  ran  both  together  : 
and  the  other  disciple  did  outrun  Peter,  and  came  first  to  the 
sepulchre.  And  he  stooping  down,  and  looking  in,  saw  the  linen 
clothes  lying;  yet  went  he  not  in.  Then  cometh  Simon  Peter 
following  him,  and  went  into  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  linen 
clothes  lie,  and  the  napkin,  that  was  about  His  head,  not  lying 
with  the  linen  clothes,  but  wrapped  together  in  a  place  by  itself. 
Then  went  in  also  that  other  disciple,  which  came  first  to  the 
sepulchre,  and  he  saw,  and  believed.  For  as  yet  they  knew  not  the 
scripture,  that  He  must  rise  again  from  the  dead.  Then  the 
disciples  went  away  again  unto  their  own  home. 

But  Mary  stood  without  at  the  sepulchre  weeping :  and  as  she 
wept,  she  stooped  down,  and  looked  into  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  two 
angels  in  white  sitting,  the  one  at  the  head,  and  the  other  at  the 
feet,  where  the  body  of  JESUS  had  lain.  And  they  say  unto  her, 
Woman,  why  weepest  thou  ?  She  saith  unto  them,  Because  they  have 
taken  away  my  LORD,  and  I  know  not  where  they  have  laid  Him. 
And  when  she  had  thus  said,  she  turned  herself  back,  and  saw  JESUS 
standing,  and  knew  not  that  it  was  JESUS.  JESUS  saith  unto  her, 
Woman,  why  weepest  thou  ?  whom  seeketh  thou  ?  She,  supposing 
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Him  to  be  the  gardener,  saith  unto  Him,  Sir,  if  thou  have  borne  Him 
hence,  tell  me  where  thou  hast  laid  Him,  and  I  will  take  Him  away. 
JESUS  saith  unto  her,  Mary.  She  turned  herself,  and  saith  unto  Him, 
RABBONI  ;  which  is  to  say,  Master.  JKSUS  saith  unto  her,  Touch  Me 
not;  for  I  am  not  yet  ascended  to  My  FATHER  :  but  go  to  My 
brethren,  and  say  unto  them,  I  ascend  unto  My  FATHER,  and  your 
FATHER  ;  and  to  My  GOD,  and  your  GOD. 

r"  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Joanna,  and  Mary  the  mother  of 
James,  and  other  women  that  were  with  them,  which  told  these 
things  unto  the  Apostles.     And  their  words  seemed  to  them  as  idle 
tales,  and  they  believed  them  not.

For  CHRIST  also  hath  once  suffered  for  sins, 
the  just  for  the  unjust,  that  He  might  bring  us  to  GOD,  being  put  to 
death  in  the  flesh,  but  quickened  by  the  SPIRIT  :  by  which  also  He 
went  and  preached  unto  the  spirits  in  prison  ;  which  sometime  were 
disobedient,  when  once  the  longsuffering  of  GOD  waited  in  the  days 
of  Noah,  while  the  ark  was  a  preparing,  wherein  few,  that  is,  eight 
souls  were  saved  by  water.  The  like  figure  whereunto  even  baptism 
doth  also  now  save  us,  (not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh, 
but  the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  toward  GOD,)  by  the  resurrection 
of  JESUS  CHRIST  :  Who  is  gone  into  heaven,  and  is  on  the  right  hand 
of  GOD  ;  angels  and  authorities  and  powers  being  made  subject  unto 
Him.

ON  THE  WAY  TO  EMMAUS 

ST.  LUKK  xxiv.  13-35 

AND,  behold,  two  of  them  went  that  same  day  to  a  village  called 
Emmaus,  which  was  from  Jerusalem  about  threescore  furlongs. 
And  they  talked  together  of  all  these  things  which  had  happened. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  while  they  communed  together  and 
reasoned,  JKSUS  Himself  drew  near,  and  went  with  them.  But  their 
eyes  were  holden  that  they  should  not  know  Him.  And  He  said 
unto  them,  What  manner  of  communications  are  these  that  ye  have 
one  to  another,  as  ye  walk,  and  are  sad  ?  And  the  one  of  them, 
whose  name  was  Cleopas,  answering  said  unto  Him,  Art  Thou  only  a 
stranger  in  Jerusalem,  and  hast  not  known  the  things  which  are  come 
to  pass  there  in  these  days  ?  And  He  said  unto  them,  What  things  ? 

And  they  said  unto  Him,  Concerning  JESUS  of  Nazareth, 
which  was  a  Prophet  mighty  in  deed  and  word  before  GOD  and  all 
the  people  :  and  how  the  chief  priests  and  our  rulers  delivered  Him 
to  be  condemned  to  death,  and  have  crucified  Him.  But  we  trusted 
that  it  had  been  He  which  should  have  redeemed  Israel  :  and  beside 
all  this,  to  day  is  the  third  day  since  these  things  were  done.  Yea, 
and  certain  women  also  of  our  company  made  us  astonished,  which 
were  early  at  the  sepulchre  ;  and  when  they  found  not  His  body, 
they  came,  saying,  that  they  had  also  seen  a  vision  of  angels,  which 
said  that  He  was  alive.  And  certain  of  them  which  were  with  us  went 
to  the  sepulchre,  and  found  it  even  so  as  the  women  had  said  :  but 
Him  they  saw  not.  Then  He  said  unto  them,  O  fools,  and  slow  of 
heart  to  believe  all  that  the  prophets  have  spoken  :  Ought  not 
CHRIST  to  have  suffered  these  things,  and  to  enter  into  His  glory  ? 
And  beginning  at  Moses  and  all  the  prophets,  He  expounded  unto 
them  in  all  the  scriptures  the  things  concerning  Himself.  And  they 
drew  nigh  unto  the  village,  whither  they  went:  and  He  made  as  though 
He  would  have  gone  further.  But  they  constrained  Him,  saying, 
Abide  with  us  :  for  it  is  toward  evening,  and  the  day  is  far  spent. 

And  He  went  in  to  tarry  with  them,  and  it  came  to  pass,  as  He 
sat  at  meat  with  them,  He  took  bread,  and  blessed  it,  and 
brake,  and  gave  to  them.  And  their  eyes  were  opened,  and  they 
knew  Him  ;  and  He  vanished  out  of  their  sight.  And  they  said  one 
to  another,  Did  not  our  heart  burn  within  us,  while  He  talked  with 
us  by  the  way,  and  while  He  opened  to  us  the  scriptures  ?  And  they 
rose  up  the  same  hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem,  and  found  the 
eleven  gathered  together,  and  them  that  were  with  them,  saying, 
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The  LORD  is  risen  indeed,  and  hath  appeared  to  Simon.  And  they 
told  what  things  were  done  in  the  way,  and  how  He  was  known  of 
them  in  breaking  of  bread.

ST.  JOHN  xx.   10-31 

THE  same  day  at  evening,  being  the  first  day  of  the  week,  when 
the  doors  were  shut  where  the  disciples  were  assembled  for  fear 
of  the  Jews,  came  JESUS  and  stood  in  the  midst,  and  saith  unto 
them,  Peace  be  unto  you.  And  when  He  had  so  said,  He  shewed 
unto  them  His  hands  and  His  side.  Then  were  the  disciples  glad, 
when  they  saw  the  LORD.  Then  said  JESUS  to  them  again,  Peace  be 
unto  you  :  as  My  FATHER  hath  sent  Me,  even  so  send  I  you.  And 
when  He  had  said  this,  He  breathed  on  them,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Receive  ye  the  HOLY  GHOST  :  Whose  soever  sins  ye  remit,  they  are 
remitted  unto  them  ;  and  whose  soever  sins  ye  retain,  they  are 
retained. 

But  Thomas,  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Didymus,  was  not  with 
them  when  JESUS  came.  The  other  disciples  therefore  said  unto 
him,  We  have  seen  the  LORD.  But  he  said  unto  them,  Except  I 
shall  see  in  His  hands  the  print  of  the  nails,  and  put  my  finger  into 
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the  print  of  the  nails,  and  thrust  my  hand  into  His  side,  I  will  not 
believe. 

And  after  eight  days  again  His  disciples  were  within,  and  Thomas 
with  them  :  then  came  JESUS,  the  doors  being  shut,  and  stood  in 
the  midst,  and  said,  Peace  be  unto  you.  Then  saith  He  to  Thomas, 
Reach  hither  thy  finger,  and  behold  My  hands  ;  and  reach  hither  thy 
hand,  and  thrust  it  into  My  side  :  and  be  not  faithless,  but  believing. 
And  Thomas  answered  and  said  unto  Him,  My  LORD  and  my  GOD. 
JESUS  saith  unto  him,  Thomas,  because  thou  hast  seen  Me,  thou  hast 
believed :  blessed  are  they  that  have  not  seen,  and  yet  have  believed. 

And  many  other  signs  truly  did  JESUS  in  the  presence  of  His 
disciples,  which  are  not  written  in  this  book :  but  these  are  written, 
that  ye  might  believe  that  JESUS  is  the  CHRIST,  the  SON  of  GOD  ;  and 
that  believing  ye  might  have  life  through  His  name.

JESUS  SHEWED  HIMSELF  AGAIN  IN  GALILEE 
ST.  JOHN  xxi.  1-14 

AFTER  these  things  JESUS  shewed  himself  again  to  the  disciples 
at  the  sea  of  Tiberias;  and  on  this  wise  shewed  He  Himself. 
There  were  together  Simon  Peter,  and  Thomas  called  Didymus,  and 
Nathanael  of  Cana  in  Galilee,  and  the  sons  of  Zebedee,  and  two 
other  of  His  disciples.  Simon  Peter  saith  unto  them,  I  go  a  fishing. 
They  say  unto  him,  We  also  go  with  thee.  They  went  forth,  and 
entered  into  a  ship  immediately  ;  and  that  night  they  caught  nothing. 
But  when  the  morning  was  now  come,  JESUS  stood  on  the  shore  :  but 
the  disciples  knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus.  Then  JESUS  saith  unto 
them,  Children,  have  ye  any  meat  ?  They  answered  Him,  No.  And 
He  said  unto  them,  Cast  the  net  on  the  right  side  of  the  ship,  and 
ye  shall  find.  They  cast  therefore,  and  now  they  were  not  able  to 
draw  it  for  the  multitude  of  fishes.  Therefore  that  disciple  whom 
JESUS  loved  saith  unto  Peter,  It  is  the  LORD.  Now  when  Simon 
Peter  heard  that  it  was  the  LORD,  he  girt  his  fisher's  coat  unto  him, 
(for  he  was  naked,)  and  did  cast  himself  into  the  sea.  And  the  other 
disciples  came  in  a  little  ship ;  (for  they  were  not  far  from  land,  but 
as  it  were  two  hundred  cubits,)  dragging  the  net  with  fishes.  As 
soon  then  as  they  were  come  to  land,  they  saw  a  fire  of  coals  there, 
and  fish  laid  thereon,  and  bread.  JESUS  saith  unto  them,  Bring  of 
the  fish  which  ye  have  now  caught.  Simon  Peter  went  up,  and 
drew  the  net  to  land  full  of  great  fishes,  an  hundred  and  fifty  and 
three  :  and  for  all  there  were  so  many,  yet  was  not  the  net  broken. 
JESUS  saith  unto  them,  Come  and  dine.  And  none  of  the  disciples 
durst  ask  Him,  Who  art  Thou  ?  knowing  that  it  was  the  LORD. 
JESUS  then  cometh,  and  taketh  bread,  and  giveth  them,  and  fish 
likewise.  This  is  now  the  third  time  that  JESUS  shewed  Himself  to 
His  disciples,  after  that  He  was  risen  from  the  dead.

1  JOHN  v.  9-20 

TF  we  receive  the  witness  of  men,  the  witness  of  GOD  is  greater  : 
for  this  is  the  witness  of  GOD  which  He  hath  testified  of  His  SON. 
He  that  believeth  on  the  SON  of  GOD  hath  the  witness  in  himself: 
he  that  believeth  not  GOD  hath  made  Him  a  liar ;  because  he 
believeth  not  the  record  that  GOD  gave  of  His  SON.  And  this  is  the 
record,  that  GOD  hath  given  to  us  eternal  life,  and  this  life  is  in  His 
SON.  He  that  hath  the  SON  hath  life ;  and  he  that  hath  not  the 
SON  of  GOD  hath  not  life.  These  things  have  I  written  unto  you 
that  believe  on  the  name  of  the  SON  of  GOD  ;  that  ye  may  know  that 
ye  have  eternal  life,  and  that  ye  may  believe  on  the  name  of  the  SON 
of  GOD.  And  this  is  the  confidence  that  we  have  in  Him,  that,  if 
we  ask  any  thing  according  to  His  will,  He  heareth  us  :  and  if  we 
know  that  He  hear  us,  whatsoever  we  ask,  we  know  that  we  have  the 
petitions  that  we  desired  of  Him.  If  any  man  see  his  brother  sin  a 
sin  which  is  not  unto  death,  he  shall  ask,  and  He  shall  give  him  life 
for  them  that  sin  not  unto  death.  There  is  a  sin  unto' death  :  I  do 
not  say  that  he  shall  pray  for  it.  All  unrighteousness  is  sin  :  and 
there  is  a  sin  not  unto  death.  We  know  that  whosoever  is  born  of 
GOD  sinneth  not ;  but  he  that  is  begotten  of  GOD  keepeth  himself, 
and  that  wicked  one  toucheth  him  not.  And  we  know  that  we  are 
of  GOD,  and  the  whole  world  lieth  in  wickedness.  And  we  know 
that  the  SON  of  GOD  is  come,  and  hath  given  us  an  understanding, 
that  we  may  know  Him  that  is  true,  and  we  are  in  Him  that  is  true, 
even  in  His  SON  JESUS  CHRIST.  This  is  the  true  GOD,  and  eternal  life.

SO  when  they  had  dined,  JESUS  saith  to  Simon  Peter,  Simon,  son  of 
Jonas,  lovest  Thou  Me  more  than  these  ?  He  saith  unto  Him, 
Yea,  LORD  ;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  Thee.  He  saith  unto  him,  Feed 
My  lambs.  He  saith  to  him  again  the  second  time,  Simon,  son  of 
Jonas,  lovest  thou  Me  ?  He  saith  unto  Him,  Yea,  LORD  ;  Thou 
knowest  that  I  love  Thee.  He  saith  unto  Him,  Feed  My  sheep. 
He  saith  unto  him  the  third  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest 
thou  Me  ?  Peter  was  grieved  because  He  said  unto  him  the 
third  time,  Lovest  thou  Me  ?  And  he  said  unto  Him,  LORD, 
Thou  knowest  all  things ;  Thou  knowest  that  I  love  Thee. 
JESUS  saith  unto  him,  Feed  My  sheep.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
thee,  When  thou  wast  young,  thou  girdedst  thyself,  and  walkedst 
whither  thou  wouldest :  but  when  thou  shalt  be  old,  thou  shalt 
stretch  forth  thy  hands,  and  another  shall  gird  thee,  and  carry  thee 
whither  thou  wouldest  not.  This  spake  He,  signifying  by  what 
death  he  should  glorify  GOD.  And  when  He  had  spoken  this,  He 
saith  unto  him,  Follow  Me.  Then  Peter,  turning  about,  seeth  the 
disciple  whom  JESUS  loved  following;  which  also  leaned  on  His 
breast  at  supper,  and  said,  LORD,  which  is  he  that  betrayeth  Thee  ? 
Peter  seeing  him  saith  to  JESUS,  LORD,  and  what  shall  this  man  do  ? 
JESUS  saith  unto  him,  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  that 
to  thee  ?  follow  thou  Me.  Then  went  this  saying  abroad  among  the 
brethren,  that  that  disciple  should  not  die :  yet  JESUS  said  not  unto 
him,  He  shall  not  die ;  but,  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come,  what 
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is  that  to  thee  ?  This  is  the  disciple  which  testifieth  of  these  things, 
and  wrote  these  things :  and  we  know  that  his  testimony  is  true.

THE  ACTS  OF  THE  APOSTLES  i.   1-11 

THE  former  treatise  have  I  made,  O  Theophilus,  of  all  that  JESUS 
began  both  to  do  and  teach,  until  the  day  in  which  He  was 
taken  up,  after  that  He  through  the  HOLY  GHOST  had  given  com 
mandments  unto  the  apostles  whom  He  had  chosen  :  to  whom  also 
He  shewed  Himself  alive  after  His  passion,  by  many  infallible  proofs  ; 
being  seen  of  them  forty  days,  and  speaking  of  the  things  pertaining 
to  the  kingdom  of  GOD  :  and,  being  assembled  together  with  them, 
commanded  them  that  they  should  not  depart  from  Jerusalem,  but 
wait  for  the  promise  of  the  FATHER,  which,  saith  He,  ye  have  heard 
of  Me.

When  they  therefore 
were  come  together,  they  asked  of  Him,  saying,  LORD,  wilt  Thou  at 
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this  time  restore  again  the  kingdom  to  Israel  ?  And  He  said  unto 
them,  It  is  not  for  you  to  know  the  times  or  the  seasons,  which  the 
FATHER  hath  put  in  His  own  power.  But  ye  shall  receive  power 
after  that  the  HOLY  GHOST  is  come  upon  you  ;  and  ye  shall  be 
witnesses  unto  Me,  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judaea,  and  in 
Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth.  And  when  He 
had  spoken  these  things,  while  they  beheld,  He  was  taken  up,  and  a 
cloud  received  Him  out  of  their  sight.  And  while  they  looked  sted- 
fastly  toward  heaven,  as  He  went  up,  behold,  two  men  stood  by 
them  in  white  apparel ;  which  also  said,  Ye  men  of  Galilee,  why 
stand  ye  gazing  up  into  heaven  ?  This  same  JESUS,  which  is  taken 
up  from  you  into  heaven,  shall  so  come,  in  like  manner  as  ye  have 
seen  Him  go  into  heaven.
